COUNTER-ATTACKS 

ON  SOUTH  SIDE  REPULSED 


Airplane  Squadrons  of  Allies  Make  Several  Success- 
ful Raids  on  Steel  Works,  Blast  Furnaces,  Sta- 
tions and  Trains — Germans  Take  Revenge  on 
Civilians  in  Open  Towns. 


LONDON,  Nov.  11— The  BrltisK  offi- 
cial communication  laaued  this  evening 
reads  aa  follows: 

"»*om*  sixty  prisoners.  Including  four 
officers,  were  token  as  a  result  of  lost 
night's  successful  attack.  t 

"Yesterday  there  was  again  consider- 
able  activity  In  the  air.  During  the 
day  bombing  raids  were  continued  wltb 
effect  against  enemy  billet*,  aerodromes 


and  headquarters,  and  at  night  enemy 
stations  and  trains  wore  successfully  at- 
tacked, two  trains  being  hit  by  bombs. 
while  a  third  was  aet  on  fir*  and  a  num- 
ber of  explosions  followed. 

"In  the  course  of  numerous  fights  In 
the  air  three  enemy  machines  were  de- 
stroyed and  a  fourth  was  forced  to  land 
within  our  Unas.  Many  others  wero 
driven  down  In  a  damaged  condition. 
One  of  our  machines  is  missing." 

Tbo  text  of  the  afternoon  report  fol- 
lows: 

"Last  night  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
JReglna  trench  (on  the  northern  end  of 
tbo  Homme  front)  being  a  continuation 
of  tbo  length  of  trench  captured  by  us 
in.  our  successful  assault  of  October  SI, 
was  stormed  and  captured  on  a  front 
of  1,000  yards  in  spite  of  a  heavy  enemy 
barrage.  Tbo  neW  trench  has  been 
joined  up  with  the  old  lino  and  tbo 
poaition  secured.  Prisoners  of  two  Oar- 
man  regiments  were  taken." 
in  Bsflllftl 


PARIS,  Nov.  11. — The  official  com- 
munication issued  tonight  roads: 

"Wo.  delivered  this  afternoon  a  sharp 
attack  on  tbo  vlllaga  of  Saillisel,  a 
greater  part  Of  Which  wo  recaptured, 
Ottr  troop*  are  occupying  the  north- 
eastern and  southeastern  outskirts. 
The  struggle  continues  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  village.  Tse  number  of 
prisoners  counted  exceeds  one  hundred, 
including  four  officers.     (There  are  two 


villages  In  this  vicinity,  one  of  which 
la  called  Sallly-SalUlsol  and  tbo  other 
HalUlsel,  tbo  latter  being  mentioned  in 
the  communication). 

"South  of  tbs  Somme,  an  attempt  by 
tbo  Germans  against  our  poaition  south 
of  Preasolr  waa  repulsed. 

"Between  10  and  11  o'clock  of  Novem- 
ber.10,  a  group  of  aeventeen  British  air- 
planes bombardad     the  steal works  at 

Focklingen.  One  thousand  kilograms  of 
projectiles  were  dropped  on  the  build- 
ings, which  wore  damaged  seriously. 
Three  enemy  machines  were  failed. 

"During  the  night  of  November  10-11 
our  squadrons  drenched  with  projectiles 
the  stations  of  Ha,  St  Quentln,  Terg- 
nler  and  Nesle,  In  the  Somme  region, 
and  the  aerodrome  at  Dreuxe,  the  blast 
furnaces  at  Romsbach,  the  airplane 
sheds  of  Freacati  and  the  blast  furnace 
of  Hagondange.  These  operations  caused 
great  damage,  and  several  ezplosiona 
and  Area  were  observed. 

Beveago  ea  Civilians 

"A  German  airplane  squadron  during 
the  night  of  November  10-11  bombarded 
several  French  towns.  Nancy  and  Llge- 
vllle  received  projectiles,  which  caused 
damage  and  casualties.  The  open  town 
of  Amiens  also  was  bombed  on  several 
occasions  during  the  same  night  Nine 
persons  of  the  civilian  population  were 
killed  and  twenty-seven  Injured." 

Gorman  forces  attacked  last  night  at 
Deniecourt,  south  of  the  Somme,  and 
were  repulsed  by  French  trops,  who  In- 
flicted heavy  losses  on  them,  the  War 
Office  announced  thle  afternoon. 
British  Gain  Admitted 

BERLIN,  Nov.  11.— Northeast  of  Cour- 
ceiette,  north  of  the  Somme,  British 
troops  last  night  entered  an  advanced 
German  poaition,  the  War  Office  reports 
today.

VANCOUVER,  Nov.  11.— Nino  persons 
are  thought  to  Ita^Mrperished  when  the 
Ladner  bus  plunged  Into  the  Krasor 
River  through  the  draw  of  the  North 
Arm  bridge  in  South  Vancouver  at  7 
p.m.  tonight.  Three,  a  little  girl  and 
two  men,  were  rescued.  The  body  of  an- 
other little  girl  was  recovered,  but  up 
to  the  time  of  going  to  press  no  more 
bodies  had  been  found.  It  Is  believed 
that  the  bodies  of  one  woman  and  seven 
tnon  are  atlll  in  the  water. 

The  bus,  driven  by  George  Smith,  who 
waa  drowned,  burst  open  the  gate 
guarding  the  draw,  breaking  the  padlock 
and  loosing  the  chain  which  held  the 
gate  closed. 

,  After  the  tragedy,  which  is  the  worst 
motor  accident  In  the  history  of  Van- 
couver, strenuous  efforts  were  made  to 
raise  the  bus  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
oat  the  bodies.  But,  with  the  facilities 
at  band  and  the  poor  light  It  proved 
Impossible.  It  Is  likely  few  of  the  bod- 
ies will  be  recovered,  as  unless  caught 
somewhere  they  will  be  carried  down 
stream. 

Opened  few  Tug 

The  draw  had  been  opened  for  the 
purpose  of  letting  the  tug  Isaac  through. 
The  gatee  at  both  sides  had  been  closed, 
acoordlng  to  Thomas  Dodson,  the  bridge 
-  tender.  The  warning  light  waa  lit.  The 
gates,  of  wire,  sustained  by  steel 
frames,  were  padlocked  together  in  the 
centre.  The  chain  was  eUW  on  the  gate 
through  which  the  bus  had  crashed  af- 
ter the  accident,  but  the  padlock  Waa 
missing.  Near  the  centre  of  tho  gate 
the  mark*  of  the  violent  Impact  of  the 
machine  war*  visible. 

Mo  far  tne  names  of  the  drowned  are 
mostly  unknown.  It  Is  known  that  the 
driver,  George  Smith,  perished.  It  Is  be- 
lieved that  the  woman  who  waa  drowned 
waa  a  Mrs.  Brown,  a  music  teacher  of 
North  Vancouver.  Malcolm  Stewart, 
manager  et  tho  Colony  farm.  Is  thought 
to  have  beef  one  of  the  men  drowned, 
aad  Duncan  Porsytho.  a  farmer.  Is  said 
to  bo  another.  As  for  the  rest  they 
wore  passengers  who  are  so  far  uniden- 
tified.

SAY  BATTLESHIP  SANK 

Destruction  of  KnuUs   Dreadnought  at 
of  Danube  » sported  by 
Bulgarians 


BERLIN.  Nov.  11  (via  SayvUle)— 
Confirmation  of  the  destruction  of  the 
Russian  dreadnought  Imperatrltsa  Maria 
Is  given  in  an  official  report  from  Bul- 
garian headquarters  November  10,  ac- 
cording to  the  Overseas  News  Agency. 
The  Bulgarian  statement  says: 

"A  fireman  of  the  Russian  dread- 
nought Imperatrltsa  Maria,  driven  to 
our  coast,  has  confirmed  the  already  re- 
ported destruction  of  this  dreadnought, 
which  was  sunk  by  a  mine  explosion 
near  Sullna,  or  Feodossia  Island,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Danube." 


The  battleship  Imperatrltsa  Maria 
was- launched  In  1914.  Her  displacement 
wan  22,600  tons  and  her  complement 
numbered  about  1,000.

LONDON.  Nov.  11.— J.  1*  Garvin, 
writing  In  The  Observer,  predicts  that 
undese  the  Kntente  Allies  come  to  more 
vigorous  decisions,  tbo  war  will  bo  pro- 
longed far  into  1918,  "aa  the  result  of 
the  new  outburst  of  German  energy  on 
all  sides  and  the  unity  of  direction  un- 
der von  Hlndenburg." 

"The  Allies  In  the  IQeot  have  perpe- 
trated almost  every  blunder  left  to 
them  to  commit,"  writes  Kdltor  Garvin, 
"after  a  previous  record  of  mismanage- 
ment that  seemed  well  nlgb  exhaustion.

cil, an  behalf  of  the  Government 
of  Nova  Scotia.

Babe  for  President   WUsoB 

AMSTERDAM.  Nov.  10.  via  London, 
Nov.  11. — "The  man  most  hated  in  Ger- 
many," is  the  Taglische  Rundschau's  de- 
scription of  President  Wilson.  It  de- 
clares that  for  a  long  time  its  readers 
bombarded  the  editorial  offices  with 
protests  when  it  was  endeavoring  to 
expose  the  President's  methods.  "But 
now  ail  that  is  changed,**  says  the 
paper.  "When  we  enumerate  the  men 
most  hated  In  Germany,  Wilson's  name 
comes    first." 


WASHINGTON,  Nov.  11.— The  case  of 
the  American  steamer  Columbian,  re- 
ported sunk  off  the  Spanish  coast,  will 
be  laid  before  President  Wilson  by  tho 
State  Department  early  next  week,  aa 
part  of  a  general  summary  of  recant 
submarine  operations  construed  by  some 
officials  as  forecasting  a  radical  change. 
In  the  German  policy. 

Information  regarding  the  steamer 
Columbian  was  so  Incomplete  tonight 
that  no  official  would  predict  what  part 
the  case  might  play  in  tho  Anal  deter- 
mination of  the  Government's  course. 
Late  in  the  day  the  '  American  consul 
at  Balboa  forwarded  the  report  that  the 
vessel  had  been  sunk  thirty  miles  off 
Cape  Ortegal  and  the  crew  saved,  but 
no  details  were  given.  The  despatch 
Immediately  was  called  to  the  attention 
of  Secretary  Lanaing.  The  point  to  be 
cleared  up  before  a  decision  is  reached 
involve  the  question  of  whether  the  ves- 
sel was  tired  on  without  warning, 
whether  she  carried  contraband,  and 
whether  she  attempted  to  escape.

LONDON,  Nov.  11. — Tho  reported 
sinking  of  threo  steamships,  two  Brit- 
ish and  one  Danish  and  confirmation  of 
the  sinking  of  the  British  steamer  Bo- 
gota is  made  In  an  announcement  Issued 
by  Lloyds  tonight.  The  Bogota,  tho 
shipping  agency  said  last  night,  waa  be- 
lieved to  have  been  sunk.  The  agency 
now  reports  that  aeventeen  of  the  crew 
of  the  Bogota  have  been  picked  up  and 
that  two  boats  are  unaccounted  for. 

The  British  steamers  Marga  and  Bert 
Forfar  are  reported  lost,  and  the  Dan- 
ish steamer  Pre  J  a  has  been  sunk  by  a 
German  submarine. 

The  loss  of  throe  Norwegian  steamers 
is  reported  In  Reuter  despatches.  The 
Norwegian  steamer  Trlpel  is  said  to 
have  been  sunk  by  a  submarine,  while 
the  steamers  Baltimore  and  Fordalon 
were  torpedoed. 

"Thirty-six  of  the  crew  of  the  Trlpel 
are  reported  to  have  been  saved  and 
the  crews  of  the  Baltimore  and  Porda- 
len  have  been  landed. 


LONDON,  Nov.  11.— Serbian  troops  in 
a  aeries  of  attacks  Friday  north  of  the 
Cerna  River,  entered  Polog,  throe  miles 
north  of  Skochlvlr,  and  captured  six 
hundred  prisoners,  according  to  a  Reuter 
despatch  from  Salonlca.  The  attacks 
against  the  Bulgarian  positions  met 
with  complete  success,  it  is  announced. 
The  Serbians  captured  strongly  fortified 
positions  in  the  drake  range  by  asaiult 
and  occupied  the  southern  half  of  Polog.

"Enemy  bivouacs  at  Prevosta  have 
been  successfully  shelled  by  naval  guns. 
Our  patrols  and  artillery  are  continually 
active  on  both  fronts,  notwithstanding 
the  bad  weather."

PARIS.  Nov.  11. — Part  of  the  official 
report  Issued  today  reads: 

"Eastern  army — On  the  eaat  bank  of 
the  Cerna  the  Serbians,  taking  the 
offensive  vigorously  in  the  mountains  of 
Chuke,  north  of  Skochlvlr.  ousted  the 
Bulgarians  and  drove  them  baok  not- 
withstanding fierce  resistance  from  tho 
strongly  fortified  position.

On  the  whole  front  from 
Lake,  Presba  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Struma  there  wero  favorable  patrol 
lfi|fn|rtms|ita  Attacks  by  enemy  in- 
fhntry'  at  the  villages  of  Rahova  and 
Barakll-Juma  were  repulsed."

LONDON,  Nov.  11.— A  Bucharest  dis- 
patch forwarded  from  Rome  to  tho 
Wireless  Press  reports  that  the  retreat 
of  Field  Marshal  von  Mackensen's 
forces  in  Dobrudja  Is  continuing  and 
that  the  Bulgarians  among  the  populace 
are  fleeing  from   Dobrudja  to  Bulgaria. 

The  dispatch  aays  great  fires  wero 
observed  in  the  direction  of  Caerna- 
voda  and  Constanxa,  the  termini  of  tbo 
railroad  between  the  Black  Boa  and  the 
Danube,  and  that  it  Is  thought  possible 
these  towns  have  been  set  on  fire  pre- 
paratory to  their  evacuation  by  the 
Teutons  and   Bulgarians.*

BERLIN.  Nov.  11  (By  Wireless  to 
Sayvlile) — An  Austro-German  proclama- 
tion to  the  Poles  calling  upon  them  to 
volunteer  for  the  new  Polish,  army, 
which  will  serve  In  intimate  association 
with  the  armies  of  tho  Central  Powers, 
has  been  published  at  Warsaw  and  Lub- 
lin. The  text  of  the  proclamation, 
which  Is  signed  by  Governor  Besoler 
aad  General  Kuk,  Is  quoted  by  the  Over- 
seas Agency  as  follows: 
.  "The.  rulers  of  the  Allied  Powers  of 
Austria-Hungary  and  Germany  have 
given  notification  of  their  resolution  to 
form  of  the  Polish  land  delivered  from 
Russian  tyranny  tho  new  autonomous 
Kingdom  of  Poland.  You*  most  ardent 
desire,  entertained  In  vxin  during  more 
than  a  century.

LONDON.    Nov.      11.— A      conference 

at  Cardiff,  Wales,  In  favor  of  opening 
peace  negotiations,  which  had  been  ar- 
ranged by  the  National  Council  of 
Liberties,  was  broken  up  today,  the 
Cardiff  correspondent  of  the  Exchange 
Telegraph  wires.  A  crowd  of  patriotic 
demonstrators  broke  Into  the  hail,  and  ' 
severe  fighting  resulted,  although 
there  were  no  casualties. 

The  president  of  tho  South  Wales 
Miners'  Federation  was  in  the  chair. 
Speeches  were  made  by  James  If. 
Thomas  and  Be  many  Macdonald,  mem. 
bora  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  delegates  to  tho  conference  ap- 
peared to  be  mostly  young  men  of  tho 
military  age.  A  number  bf  women 
also  were  present.  The  crowd  which 
broke  up  tbo  mooting  first  paraded 
through  tho  town.

WAgHINGTON,  Nor.  11.— Karl  Arm- 
gaarg  Oravas.  a.  salf-sty led  International

Officlala  of  the  embaasy  also  allege 
that  Oravea  had  to  his  vossesslon  what 
apparently  ware  confidential  coded  dis- 
patches from  the  German  Government  to 
Court  von  Bernstorff.  The  prlaoner  told 
the  Federal  agent*  that  ha  obtained  all 
the  document*  from  persona  who  smug- 
gled thorn  peat  the  British  ceneora  on 
the  steamship  Oscar  II.  Too  warrant 
upon  which  ho  woo  arraigned  tonight 
aad  held  on  9J.00O  hail  for  a  further 
hearing  on  Wednesday  charges  htm  also 
With  bringing  into  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia lattera  stolen  in  New  Jersey. 

In  a  statement  after  his  arraignment 
to  which  he  entered  a  plea  of  not  guilty. 
Graves  said  that  he  had  no  intention  of 
blackmailing  the  Countess,  that  he  ob- 
jected to  the  uaa  of  the  word  "black- 
mail," and  that  the  papers  he  has  in 
his  possession  were  "purely  diplomatic" 
In  character. 

■egotiatlons  With  Xmbaaay 
Much  interact  waa  aroused  in  official 
circle*  at  the  indirect  exposure  of  the 
manner  in  which  persons  and  officials' 
in  Germany  apparently  are  avoiding  the 
British  censorship  In  communicating 
with  the  German  embassy  hare.  The  ar- 
rest of  Graves  furnished  a  dramatic 
conclusion  to  tha  negotiations  which 
had  been  in  progress  for  a  weak  be- 
tween himself  and  Prince  Hatsfeldt, 
counsellor  of  the  German  embaasy. 
Graves  is  said  to  have  come  to  Wash- 
ington last  week  and  called  at  tha  em- 
baaay.  .  He  was  known  thsre  aa  tha 
man  who  published  widely  what  he  al- 
leged to  ho  important  secret*  of  tha 
German  War  Office  and  the  Hohensol- 
lema.  Ha  also  waa  known  aa  a  man 
who  previously  bad  described  himself 
aa  a  member  of  the  German  secret  ser- 
vice and  later  aa  an  employee  in  for- 
eign fields  of  the  British  Foreign  Of- 
fice. "The  master  spy,"  he  called  him- 
self. 

Officlala  allege  that  upon  entering  tha 
office  of  Prince  Hatsfeldt  he  made  it 
known  that  he  had  in  his  possession  the 
papers  which  brought  about  his  arrest 
today.  One  latter  which  he  extbited 
waa  to  Countess  von  Bernstorff  from 
her  aon,  an  officer  in  the  German  army. 
Ho  sold,  according  to  statements  made 
by  officials  tonight,  that  he  had  other 
letters  that  would  prove  "embarrassing" 
for  the  Countess  ahould  they  be  pub- 
lished.

The  official  diapatchea  ware  said  to 
ha  useless  to  him  for  the  reason  that 
he  could  not  decipher  them.  He  la  al- 
leged to  have  aaked  for  $8,000  in  cash 
if  he  delivered   the  papers. 

Embassy  officials  amid  Graves  threat- 
ened to  turn  over  aome  of  the  docu- 
ments to  White  House  officials  if  tha 
$3,000  were  not  forthcoming. 

The  letters  showed  no  postmark,  and 
officials  of  the  embassy  were  convinced 
that  they  had  been  obtained  in  some 
manner  from  a  confidential  messenger, 
whose    idsntity   still  'Is   undisclosed. 

Prince  Hatsfeldt  communicated  with 
the  district  attorney's  office  a*  soon  as 
Grave  left  hia  office.  Another  meeting 
was  arranged,  and  yesterday  Graves  tel- 
egraphed from  New  Tork  that  he  would 
present  Mmaelf  later  in  the  day.  Prince 
Hatsfeldt  put  $3,000  into  an  envelope, 
and,  with  two  agents  of  the  Department 
of  Justice,  went  to  hia  home  here  to 
await  Graves.  He  failed  to  make  hia 
appearance,  however.  Thla  morning 
Graves  called  at  the  embassy  and  re- 
quested an  appointment  with  Prince 
Hatsfeldt  at  his  home.  A  few  hours 
later  he  arrived  there  and  conversed 
with  the  counsellor  for  half  an  hour. 
One  Federal  agent  was  hiding  behind  a 
door  in  the  room;  another  was  in  the 
street  outside.  A  police  detective  was 
nearby. 

Trapped 
.It    was    said    that    Prince.   Hatsfeldt 
showed  Graves  the  $S,000  and  that  the 
latter  said  he  would  go  to  the  hotel  and 
gat  aome  of  the  document*  he  did  not 
have  with  him.     Leaving  the  house  he 
walked    into    the    arms    of    a    Federal 
agent  and  was  token  to  the  Department 
of  Justice,  where  for  hours  he  was  ex 
aratoed  by  A.  Bruce  Blelaskl,  In  charge 
of  the  Bureau  of  Investigation,  and  Ms 
assistants.     At  the  end  of  the  examin- 
ation  Mr.    Blelaskl    swore    out    a    war* 
rant.    All  the  papers  in  Graves'  posses 
sion  were  taken  from  him.  ' 

Graver  left  for  New  Tork  late  tonight 
after  his  bail  had  been  arranged.  He 
issued  a  statement  denying  that  the 
Countess  von  Bernstorff*  name  had 
been  mentioned  to  his  talk  with  Prince 
Hatsfeldt.  He  declared  the  $3,A00  he 
asked  for  waa  solely  to  cover  the  ex- 
pense of  conveying  the  documents  to 
Washington. 

"In  my  business  transections  with 
Prince  Hatsfeldt."  he  said.  "I  considered 
that  I  was  rendering  the  embassy  a 
great  service,  letting  the  original  letters 
go  Into  the  hands  of  the  embassy,  for 
$3,000.  The  parties  who  conveyed  the 
letters  from  Germany  to  the  United 
States  incurred  $3,4$0  expense*.  Not  a 
cent  of  the  $3,000  would  have-  been 
mine.  The  benefit  to  me  In  handing 
theae  lattera  over  to  the  German  em- 
bassy waa  In  what  good  that  service  to 
the  embassy  would  be  to  me  In  Ger- 
many. Those  documents  were  official, 
end  would  have  helped  me  in  certain 
quarters  in  Germany  to  get  what  has 
been  long  overdue  me  in  the  way  of 
money  owed  me  there.

No  Cardinals  to  Be  Chosen 
From  ^Central  Empires  at 
Coming  Consistory— Three 
More  Prelates  From  France, 


MILAN,  Nov.  10,  via  London,  Nov.  11. 
—The  Pope'O  decision  to  exclude  all 
Austro-Germaa  candidates  from  the 
coming  consistory,  while  showering  sig- 
nal favors  oa  tha  church  in  France,  has 
created  a  profound  Impression  to  eccles- 
iastical congregations  in  Northern  Italy, 
where  the  action  la  widely  interpreted 
aa  marking  a  changed  tread  la  Benedict 
XVa  policy.  It  'la  pointed  out  that  the 
coming  elevation  to  the  cardlnalate  of 
three  French  prelatea  will  bring  the 
number  of  French  cardinals  to  eight. 
Which  la  unprecedented  In  the  history  of 
the  church. 

Oo  the  other  hand,  Germany  has  only 
a  single  representative  to  the  present 
college  of  cardinals  to  the  person  of  the 
Archbishop  Of  Cologne.  Thla  state  of 
things  Is  all  the  mora  remarkable  to 
that  ao  fewer  than  four  Austro-Germaa 
sees  usually  occupied  by  a  titular  car- 
dinal remain  unrepresented,  namely 
Brealau,  which  comprises  to  Its  episco- 
pate all  territory  of  the  German  em- 
pire; Prague,  the  Catholic  capital  of  Bo- 
hemia; Salsburg,  whose  bishop  la  a 
prince  of  the  empire,  wielding  temporal 
power,  and  Cracow,  the  capital  of  Aus- 
trian Poland,  whose  blahop,  Monalgnor 
Sapleka,  hails  from  a  princely  family, 
which  has  given  a  sovereign  to  hia 
country. 

Among  other  symptomatic  mdvea  tha 
local  clerical  prose  notes  the  Pope's 
choice  of  Moasignor  Taocl  Porcelli.  ex- 
nuncio  la  Belgium,  aa  hia  new  piaster 
of  the  papal  household,  and  Ma  resolve 
to  honor  the  sorely  tried  city  of  Venice 
by  creating  its  patriarch  a  cardinal. 

The  Corrlere  Delia  Sera's  well-in- 
formed Vatican  correspondent  states 
that  the  Pope's  relations  with  tha  Cen- 
tral Bmpleea  at  the  present  moment 
are  strained,  owing  to  the  refusal  of 
Hia  Holinaaa  to  comply  with  Emperor 
Francis  Joseph's  demand  for  the  deposi- 
tion of  Monslgnor  lOndrlcl,  the  Irriden-

BERLIN,  Nov.  It,  via  Parte,  Nov.  11-* 
Though  evoking  practically  no  favor- 
ablo  comment  at  the  time  It  was  first 
suggested,  the  Idea  of  a  league  of  na- 
tion* to  maintain  peace  by  force.  If 
noeaaaary,  an  championed  by  President 
Wllaon  and  latterly  espoused  by  Vis- 
count Oroy,  baa  by  no  mesns  fallen  on 
unfruitful  soil  bora.  It  te  now  not  only 
warmly  received  tn  out-and-out  pacifi- 
cist circles  and  among-  tbo  social-demo- 
crats, but  te  meeting  with  thoughtful 
Interest  in  much  wider  and  more  Impor- 
tant circles  of  public  opinion. 

Dr.  Bernard  Demburg,  writing  on  di- 
plomacy In  The  Tageblatt,  says: 

"I  ask  tbo  quesUon  wby,  after  Presi- 
dent Wilson  before  the  Taft  league 
and  bis  Cincinnati  speech  has  celled  on 
tbo  nations  of  the  world  to  confess  tbeir 
belief  In  the  Independence  of  super- 
state agreements,  no  answering  echo 
bss  come  from  Germany,  eltber  from 
government  or  parliament  Or  Is  there 
anyone  who  does  not  agree  with  Vis- 
count Grey's  'peace  treaties  guaranteed 
by  force  of  arms,'  or  who  does  not  dare 
to  speak  his  mind?  Wby  must  we  let 
the  wind  be  taken  out  of  our  sails  by 
Viscount  Gray  and  thereby  give  him 
the  opportunity  to  calumniating  us  in 
the  most  Impertinent  manner?  Do  we 
enjoy  standing  before  the  world  without 
contradiction  as  Huns?  Huns,  barbari- 
ans, people  without  faith  and  loyalty — 
not  only  before  the  English  world, 
which  te  not  quite  a  matter  of  indif- 
ference to  us,  since  a  peace  which  In 
the  last  analysis  is  nothing  but  'no  war' 
is  not  after  all  our  goal — but  specially 
before  the  neutral  world,  which,  after 
all,  includes  some  1 40,000,0*0  cultivated 
whites? 

"■by  Pride"  ' 

"I  understand  quite  wall  the  shy  pride 
of  our  German  character,  which  wants 
to  make  no  answer  to  such  thing's  and 
rightly  considers  them  beneath  our  dig- 
nity. But  no  utterances  of  this  sort 
should  remain  in  futurs  without  refuta- 
tion. If  It  cannot  be  done  by  the  gov- 
ernment there  should  be  sufficient  tal- 
ent among  the  parties  to  undertake  the 
task;  and  If  the  Helens  tag  does  not  hap- 
pen to  be  In  session  one  can  learn  of 
the  English  quickly  enough  to  get  up 
a  public  meeting,  a  luncheon  or  a  simi- 
lar opportunity,  or  at  the  worst  writs 
a  letter,  in  order  to  give  a  leading 
statesman  an  opportunity  to  express' 
himself  without  contradiction. 

"For,  I  assert  with  all  conviction  that 
the  German  naUon  wills  that  in  future 
such  frightful  happenings  as  the  pres- 
ent world  war  shall  be  avoided  by  all 
possible  means.  The  German  nation 
wills  to  have  all  means  employed  which 
may  serve  this  end.  Yes,  even  if  we 
believe  that  many  of  the  means  that 
one  dubs  'pacificist'  would  in  the  end 
have  no  success,  we  must  not  decline 
them  and  haughtily  close  our  doors 
against  them,  If  only  out  of  respect 
for  others   who  do  believe  In  them.

FIRST  PHONOGRAPH 

MADE  BY  MR.  EDISON 

Mr.  Carson,  a  special  representative 
from  the  Edison  Laboratory,  has 
brought  the  original  model  of  the  first 
phonograph  made  by  Mr.  Edison,  which 
thirty-nine  years  aco,  for  the  first  time 
In  the  world,  reproduced  the  human 
voice.  The  words  were,  "Mary  Had  a 
Little  Lamb,"  etc. 

Mr.  Edison's  own  account  of  Its 
origin: 

"I  was  experimenting  on  an  automatic 
method  of  recording  telegraph  messages 
on  a  disc  of  paper  laid  on  a  revolving 
platen  exactly  the  same  as  the  disc 
talking  machine  of  'today.  The  platen 
had  a  aplral  groove  on  Its  surface,  like 
the  disc.  Over  this  was  placed  a  cir- 
cular disc  of  paper;  an  electromagnet 
with  ths  embossing  point  connected  to 
an  arm  traveled  over  the  disc,  and  any 
signals  given  through  the  magnets  were 
embossed  on  the  disc  of  paper.  If  this 
disc  was  removed  from  the  machine  and 
put  on  a  similar  machine  provided  with 
a  contact  point,  the  ambosaed  record 
would  cause  the  signals  to  be  repeated 
Into  another  wire.  The  ordinary  speed 
of  telegraphic  signals  la  thirty-five  to 
forty  worda  a  minute,  but  with  thle 
machine  several  hundred  words  were 
possible. 

"From  my  experiments  on  the  tele- 
phone I  knew  of  the  power  of  a  dia- 
phragm to  take  up  sound  vibrations,  as 
I  had  made  a  little  toy,  which,  when 
you  recited  loudly  In  the  funnel,  would 
work  a  pawl  connected  to  the  dia- 
phragm, and  this,  engaging  a  ratchet- 
wheel,  served  to  give  continuous  rota- 
tion to  a  pulley.  This  pulley  was  con- 
nected by  a  cord  to  a  little  paper  toy 
representing  a  man  sawing  wood.  Hence, 
If  one  shouted, 'Mary  Had  a  Little  Lamb,' 
etc.,  the  paper  man  would  start  saw- 
ing wood.  I  reached  the  '  conclusion 
that  if  I  could  record  the  movements 
of  ths  diaphragm  properly.  I  couM  cause 
such  record  to  reproduce  the  original 
movements  imparted  to  the  diaphragm 
by  the  voice,  and  thus  succeed  in  re- 
cording and  reproducing  the  human 
voice 

"Instead  of  using  a  disc,  I  designed  s 
little  machine  ualng  a  cylinder  provided 
with  grooves  around  the  surface.  Over 
this  was  to  be  placed  tinfoil,  which 
easily  received  and  recorded  the  move- 
ments of  the  diaphragm.  A  sketch  was 
made.  The  workman  who  got  ths  sketch 
was  John  Kruesl.  I  didn't  have  much 
faith  that  it  would  work,  expecting  that 
I  might  possibly  hear  a  word  or  so  that 
would  give  hope  of  a  future  for  the  Idea. 
Kruesl  when  be  had  nearly  finished  It. 
asked  what  It  was  for.  I  told  him  I 
was  going  to  record  talking,  and  then 
have  tbo  machine  talk  beck.

In  California,  the 
women  voted  for  Hughes,  but  the  inde- 
pendent and  progressive  men  voted  for 
Wilson,  because  Hughes  did  not  sup- 
port the  Johnson  progressive  branch  of 
the  party.  In  Colorado  and  Kanaae  we 
were  hopelessly  handicapped  by  lack  of 
funds.

PETROGRAD.  Nov.  11. — An  official 
report  issued  today  says: 

"East  of  the  Narayuvka  River  (in 
Gallcia,  southeast  of  Lemberg)  the  en- 
emy conducted  a  fierce  attack  through- 
out the  day  against  the  ridge  we  occu- 
pied. All  attacks  were  repelled.  In  the 
afternoon,  after  repeated  assaults,  the 
enemy  succeeded  in  pushing  back  por- 
tions of  one  of  out;  regiments,  but  In 
the  evening  was  driven  out  of  the 
trenches   he   had  occupied."

Therefore,  it  seema  to  follow  that  a 
rule  of  conduct  that  cannot  be  allowed 
to  prevail  in  some  simple  matter  be- 
tween Individuals  can  hardly  be  taken 
aa  a  fundamental  principle  in  anything 
ao  Important  aa  political  economy,  which 
you  muat  underatand,  if  you  do  not 
knpw  already,  la  a  moat  fearaome  and 
wandroua  aclence,  which  not  one  ever, 
really  knows  anything  about. 

Juat  here  a  little  digression,  wrrfch, 
perhaps  ia  not  so  much  of  a  digression, 
Mther.  No  man  may  sot  up  the  Golden 
ttule  in  court  or  plead  ignorance  of  the 
:aw.  It  has  been'  laid  down  that  "Ig- 
norance of  the  law  exouseth  no  man,"  A. 
maxim  of  almost  universal  application. 
Almost,  but  not  quite.  Judges  are  ex- 
cepted from  it.  A  ditch-digger,  who 
"does  not  know  A  from  the  gable-epd 
of  a  heuae  or  B  from  a  bull  a  foot,"  is 
supposed  to  know  what  the  court  of 
King's  Bench  decided  tn  1740  and  what 
some  Lord  Chancellor  laid  down  in  the 
day*  when  law  books  were  printed  in 
"buck  letter."  II*  Is  supposed  to  know 
how  a. half  a  hundred  precedents  apply 
to  something  he  to  about  to  do,  and  If 
ho  doe*  not  know  It  ha  must  take  the 
consequences.  Not  so  the  Judge  who 
tries  Mm.  Ha  may  not  ^know  these 
things  any  better  than  our  dltch-dlgglhg 
friend  does,  and  the  Court  of  Appeal 
may,  by  a  majority  decision  declare  that 
be  waa  wrong.  And  the  amaslng  part  of 
It  all  Is  that  our  riltch-dtgger  is  sup- 
posed to  know  In  advance  how  the  ma- 
jority of  the  court  will  decide.  Verily, 
"the  law  is  a  baas"  It  la  told  of  a 
certain  L*>rd  Chancellor  that,  when 
naked  by  a  lady  how  it  cam*  about  that 
the  decialon*  of  the  Privy  Council  were 
always  right,  he  answered:  "Madam,  we 
nave  the  last  gue*a"  It  most  be  pretty 
elaar  to  every  nne  that  Sissy  Jupe'a 
Idas  would  hardly  fit  In  with  a  system 
which  regards  what  baa  bean  said  as 
representing  the  acme  of  common  sons*.

Men 
who  will  respond  slowly  t)  appeals  for 
money  for  business  Investments  are 
easily  reached  in  tbe  nam  s  of  benevo- 
lence. By  these  and  similar  things,  tbe 
affairs  of  the  community  are  being  ao 
regulated  as  to  best  promoto  the  great- 
eat  welfare  of  the  greatest  number. 
They  are,  therefore  rightly  to  be  re- 
garded a*  Illustrations  of  practical 
political  economy,  and  we  venture  to  be- 
lieve the  fundamental  principle  beneath 
them,  the  aspiring  cauae  of  the  erection 
ofythese  new  fabrics  of  human  kind- 
ness Is  that  laid  down  by  Sissy  Jupe  in 
her  somewhat  snrp rising  answer.  PeT- 
hapa  you  may  never  have  tnought  of  It 
in  that  way,  but  doea  not  what  has  just 
been  said  demonstrate  that  nothing  cun 
promote  the  greatest  good  to  the  great- 
eat  number  like  the  application  In  every- 
day life  of  the  the  Golden  Rule? 

And  so  we  find  ourselves  led  back,  as 
wo  have  been  so  often  led  back  in  these 
articles,  to  the  feet  of  Jeaus  of  Nazar- 
eth, and  we  begin  to  realize,  aa  some 
of  his  contemporaries  realised  that 
"never  man  apake  as  this  Man."  We 
cannot  hope  in  our  weakness  to  do  any- 
thing to  promote  that  physical  harmony 
of  the  Universe,  which  the  Ancients 
called  "the  Music  of  the  Spheres"?  We 
cannot^iopc  to  help  by  physical  meana  a 
Creative  Deity,  or  add  one  Jot  or  tittle 
to  hla  Infinite  glory;  but  Jesus  has- 
told  us  how  we  can  promote  divine  har- 
mony among  our  fellows.  Polities,  dis- 
sensions, theological  hair-splitting,  ec- 
cleslastical  flummery  combined  with  Ig- 
norance obscured  for  centuries  the  great 
truths  taught  by  Jesua.  And  It  was 
,easy  to  ignore  them,  for  they  called 
for  self  sacrifloa;  but  tbe  "leaven"  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God  has  risen  superior 
to  ail  obstacles,  and  wo  are  building  up 
a-  ne^r  poll  teal  economy.

Our'  contemporary  think*  th*  reault 
shows  that  tho  poople  of  tho  United 
States  or*  mercurial  and  respond  to 
appeals  to  sentiment,  but  the  closene** 
of  the  popular  vote  hardly  Justlflee  stick 
a  conclusion.  If  we  were  called  upon 
to  express  any  opinion  aa  to  why  Mr. 
Wilson  wss  successful,  we  abould  aay 
It  waa  because  tbe  supporters  of  Mr. 
Hughes  presented  no  case  to  which  any 
very  considerable  proportion  of  the 
electorate  could  be  expected  to  respond. 
The  great  appeal  of  the  Republs-an 
leader*  waa  baaed  upon  Mr.  Wilson's 
foreign  policy,  but  the  very  great  mass 
of  the  American  people  pay  little  at- 
tention to  the  foreign  policy  of  the 
country.  They  seem  to  take  It  for 
granted  that  anything  the  Government 
at  Washington  do**  in  that  regs/d 
must  be  right,  or  at  toast  doe*  not  par- 
ticularly concern  them.  Conversation 
with  people  of  average  Intelligence  and 
knowledge  in  the  United  States  would 
In  a  very  short  time  demonstrate  bow 
very  little  the  foreign  relations  of  the 
country  Interest  them.  When  pressed 
for  an  opinion  they  will  express  one, 
but  as  though  it  was  of  no  special  im- 
portance. Other  than  the  foreign  rela- 
tions, the  .Republicans  presented  no 
issue  upon  which  the  people  as  a  whole 
could  be  aroused  to  enthusiasm,  and  the 
popular  verdict  must  bo  construed  as 
an  expression  of  a  desire  to  let  well 
enough  alone.

You  doubtless  know  that  little  group 
of  stars,  which  some  people  call  "The 
Little  Dipper."  Six  of  them  can  bo 
seen  on  any  clear  night  at  this  season 
of  the  year,  for  they  are  above  the 
horizon  during  th*  whole  period  of 
darkness.  There  are  seven  stars  In  the 
cluster  that  can  be  seen  with  the  naked 
eye,  but  It  takes  pretty  keen  vision  and 
a  pretty  clear  atmoaphere  to  enable  any- 
one to  aee  more  than  aix.  Theae  stara 
are  often  called  the  "Seven  Sisters." 
An  ancient  Creek  myth  aaya  they  were 
the  daughters  of  Atlas,  that  great 
Giant  who  was  sentenced  by  Zeus  to 
uphold  the  heavens  on  his  shouldera. 
Each  of  the  maidens,  ao  the  myth  aald, 
married,  six  of  them  choosing  gods  for 
their  mates  but  the  seventh  choae  a 
mortal,  and  she  for  ahame  dimmed  her 
radiance  when  the  time  came  for  tb^gp 
to  be  tranalated  to  the  atara.  Another 
myth  aaya  that  there  waa  at  one  time 
another  "sister"  in  the  cluster,  but  she 
mysteriously  disappeared.  Mrs.  Jlemans 
baa  written  of  this  myth  in  her  beauti- 
ful poem  "The  Lost  Pleiad." 

But  to  come  to  more  practical  things, 
while  the  ordinary  Individual  can  only 
distinguish  six  stars  in  the  cluster, 
the  brlghteat  of  them  being  called  Al- 
cyon  and  at  ono  time  thought  to  be 
the  centre  of  the  universe,  and  while 
seven  may  be  aeen  under  exceptionally 
favorable  conditions  with  the  unaided 
eye,  an  opera-glass  will  reveal  many 
more,  a  telescope  yet  more  and  the  ex- 
posure of  a  photographic  plate  In  a 
telescope  very  many  more,  dependent  in 
part  upon  tho  strength  of  the  glass  and 
the  length  of  the  exposure.  An  ex- 
posure of  a  plate  for  aix  hours  has  re- 
sulted in  the  printing  of  4,000  points  of 
light,  each  of  which  is  a  star,  and  there 
is  not  the  leaat  doubt  that  a  photo- 
graphic plate  uaed  in  connection  with 
the  great  telescope  now  being  set  up  on 
Little  Ssanlch  Mountain  would  disclose 
tho  existence  In  that  little  stellar  area, 
that  ia,  little  as  compared  with  the 
whole  visible  heavens,  a  greater  number 
of  atara  than  can  be  aeen  with  the  un- 
aided eye  In  the  whole  vault  of  the 
heavena.  Peruana  theae  facts  may  in- 
duce you  to  find  the  Pleiades  and  add 
an  interest  to  what  la  undoubtedly  the 
prettiest  of  all  th*  smaller  star  groupa. 

CAW  ADI  AST    STICKS!. 


The  Deutschland  la  loaded  in  part 
with  a  cargo  of  nickel  for  Germany. 
The  Providence  Journal  baa  been  inves- 
tigating the  source  from  which  thia 
metal  originally  came  and  claims  to 
have  ascertained  that  It  was  mined  at 
Sudbury.  Ontario.  The  policy  which  per- 
mitted of  the  export  of  nickel  from 
Canada  was  a  serious  mistake.  On  sev- 
eral occasions  before  the  war  The  Col- 
onist urged  Upon  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment the  desirability  of  assuming  con- 
trol of  the  nickel  output  of  the  country, 
except  to  points  within  the  Hritiah  Em- 
pire: but  our  suggestion  fell  upon  ab- 
solutely deaf  eara.  Not  a  single  news- 
paper, Conaervatlve  or  Liberal,  endorsed 
our  position,  and  probably,  if  any  of 
them  thought  about  It  at  all,  it  was  to 
reach  the  conclusion  that  it  waa  only 
the  suggestion  of  someone  who  wss 
needlessly  alarmed.  We  urged  this 
course  when  the  Liberals  were  in  power; 
we  urged  It  after  th*  Conservatives 
came  In.

"The  plain  truth  about  the  land  is 
that,  putting  aside  all  coneideratlon  of 
tho  capital  invested,  It  has  now  become 
unprofitable  to  till  It  with  labor  at  lta 
present  price,"  says  The  Cowlchsn 
Loader  editorially  dealing  with  the  pro- 
blem of  "Land  and  Labor"  in  tha 
Cowlchan  District.

.According  to  .  yesterday's  casualty 
lints,  Lieut-Col.  R.  P.  Clark,  of  Victoria, 
has  been  wounded.  Word  has  also  been 
received  of  the  death  In  action  of  Pte. 
Harry  Thompson,  and  the  wounding  of 
Pte.  Richard  Kingston,  both  of  whom 
lived  hero  some  time     • 

Lleut.-Col.  Clark  Is  one  of  the  most 
prominent  and  generally  popular  offi- 
cers representing  Victoria  at  the  front, 
and  further  news  of  bis  condlton  will 
bo  eagerly  awaited  by  a  host  of  friends 
both  here  and  In  the  Old  Country.  All 
relatives  are  now  either  in  France  or 
England,  his  wife  being  at  present  in 
Folkestone. 

He  was  one  of  the  early  members  of 
the  5th  Regiment.  C.  O.  A.,  and  was  an 
officer  with  that  corps  for  many  years, 
being  adjutant  at  the  time  of  the  out- 
break of  war.  Prior  to  coming  to  the 
Pacific  Coast  he  had  eeen  active  ser- 
vice, serving  through  the  Boer  War. 
For  his  services  during  that  campaign 
he  was  decorated  with  the  Queen's 
Medal  with  three  bars,  and  the  King's 
medal  with  two  bars.  In  1911  ha  re- 
ceived the  Coronation  Medal.  When  the 
present  war  broke  out,  he  Immediately 
offered  himself  for  overseas  service, 
and  he  was  one  of  the  four  of  if  cere  who 
left  here  with  the  first  draft  from  the 
5th  Regiment  the  others  being  Capt  P. 
T  Stern,  Capt.  W.  B.  Shaw,  who  was 
recently  wounded,  and  Lieut  K.  H.  Bo- 
vine. 

At  the  time  of  leaving  here,  he  held 
the  rank  of  captain,  and  he  served  In 
that  capacity  for  some  time  at  the 
front  with  the  artillery.  For  his  con- 
duct be  was  decorated  with  the  Mili- 
tary Cross,  and  in  January  last  he  was 
mads  brigade  major  and  attached  to  the 
staff  of  the  1st  Brigade,  C.  E.  F.  Last 
March  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 


Of  all  foreign  relief  funds,  the  one 
which  has  in  the  past  received  the 
most  whole-hearted  and  liberal  support 
of  Victorians,  Is  that  for  the  supply  of 
food  and  clothing  to  the  lmpovrlshed 
and  war-ridden  people  of  Belgium.

The  appeal,  that  Is  being 
msde  here  on"  Wednesday,  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  third  tag  day  for  the  Bel- 
gian Belief,  Is,  therefore,  quits  as  im- 
portant, if  not  more  so.  than  the  two 
previous  ones.  It  Is  the  hope  of  the 
committee  In  charge  that  Victorians 
will  show  that,  despite  the  other  calls 
mads  upon  them,  the  Belgians  have  not 
been  forgotten,  and  that  their  contribu- 
tions to  the  fund  will  be  at  least  equal 
to  those  they  made  last  year.  / 

Further  proof  of  Belgium's  present 
need  is  furnished  in  a  message  received 
by  Mr.  W.  8.

Almost  every  ween  brings  intimation, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  of  the  ter- 
rible conditions  which  the  Belgian 
people  are  trying  heroically  to  endure. 
That  they  have  so  far  been  successful 
in  bearing  their  sufferings  is  a  marvel 
that  those  outside  the  sone  of  war  can- 
not properly  appreciate.  Many  of  these 
who  have  seen  with  their  own  eyes  the 
devastation  of  that  which  was  Belgium, 
and  have  heard  with  their  own  ears  the 
pitiful  stories  of  constant  hardship, 
orrow,  and  cruelty,  are  powerless  to 
lend  their  aid.  It  remains  in  large 
measure  for  those  outside  the  arena — 
In  Canada  and  other  parts  of  the  Em- 
pire— to  carry  on  the  work  of  relief,  and 
It  cannot  be  done  on  a  too  generous 
basis 

Plans  for  making  a  thorough  and 
-vstematlo  canvass  of  the  city  next 
Wednesday  tor  the  Belgian  Relief  Fund 
were  made  last  evening,  at  a  meeting  of 
volunteer  workers  held  in  the  Vlctorja 
Club.  Considerable  progress  was  made 
in  allotting  the  various  districts.  While 
a  great  many  ladles  have  offered  their 
services  as  collectors,  there  are  atlU  a 
number  required  to  complete  the  list 
especially  for  .  two  sections  in  the 
north  end  of  the  city.

Activities  of  Island  Automobile 
Association  Are  Partly  Fore- 
shadowed at  Recent  Meet- 
ing Held  by  Directorate. 


At  a  meeUng  of  the  directorate  of  the 
Island  Automobile  AssoclaUon,  held  on 
Wednesday  evening  of  last  week,  Mr. 
W.  A.  lfcAdam,  of  Duncan,  was  elected 
vice-president  for  the  Cowlchan  Dis- 
trict, and  Dr.  Tomalln  and  Messrs.  H. 
■T,  HftHtmsn.  W.  C.  Capeau,  Q.  D.  Chrls- 
tle  and  W.  D.  Hanbury  were  elected  to 
the  board  of  governors  to  fill  vacan- 
cies caused  by  members  becoming  non- 
resident. 1 

At  this  meeting  of  the  directorate, 
the  activities  for  the  forthcoming  sea- 
son were  foreshadowed  to  some  extent. 
This  was  particularly  true  of  the  un- 
dertaking of  the  club  to  further  the 
Canadian  Highway  Idea  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, particularly  with  respect  to  an 
extension'  of  the  work  on  Vancouver 
Island.  Alderman  Todd,  who  presided 
at  the  meeting,  spoke  of  the  effort  the 
club  had  made  in  the  past  to  call  na- 
tional attention  to  the  Importance  of 
the  project,  which  had  been  followed 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  directorate 
by  a  resolution  to  produce  new  litera- 
ture on  the  subject. 

A  revised  form  of  the  former  twelve 
page  folder  has  been  printed,  setting 
forth  the  salient  featuree  of  the  plan 
as  a  whole  and  dwelling  particularly 
on  several  points  that  are  Important  to 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia.  This, 
together  with  personal  letters,  has  been 
sent  to  most  of  the  heads  of  public  and 
neml-public  organisations  throughout  the 
Dominion  urging  that  action  may  be 
taken  to  bring  forth  a  concrete  pro- 
gramme for  such  a  development  The 
Ontario  Motor  League,  which  Is  sup- 
porting the  plan  In  the  East,  has  ad- 
dressed a  letter  to  the  local  associa- 
tion appreciating  the  stand  that  has 
been  taken  In  British  Columbia  and 
emphasising  the  Importance  of  having 
the  scheme  carried  through.  In  response 
to  personal  letters  and  literature  sent 
to  the  Prime  Minister  at  Ottawa  and 
the  Minister  of  Public  Works,  a  full 
investigation  of  the  merits  of  the  argu- 
ments has  been  promised.  The  Hon. 
Robert  Rogers  has  already  expressed 
approval  of  the  scheme,  and  has  Inti- 
mated a  possible  Incorporation  of  It  in 
'a  great  national  and  patriotic  enter- 
prise. The  association  has  addressed 
a  letter  to  his  oQlce  setting  forth  many 
of  the  details  of  the  Western  end  of  the 
project  and  their  possible  Influence  on 
the  future  development  of  the  country. 
The  officers  of  the  Island  Association 
era  highly  pleased  with  the  prospect  of 
a  definite  national  proposal  In  the  mat- 
ter. 

The  condition  of  the  roads  on  the 
Island  wan  under  discussion  at  the 
meeUng  and,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Beckwlth,  a  resolution  was  passed  ceil- 
ing the  attention  of  the  Government  to 
the  desirability  of  resurfacing  the  road 
between  Parson's  Bridge  and  Colwoed 
at  an  early  date  This  stretch  of  road 
having  fallen  Into  very  bad  condition. 
It  was  believed  that  Immediate  atten- 
tion to  it  would  be  good  economy  on 
the  part  of  the  Province. 

The  undertaking  to  popularise  the  Isl- 
and Highways  among  ths  traveling  pub- 
lic will  be  prosecuted  along  an  even 
more  comprehensive  plan  in  anticipation 
of  the  coming  season.  1

EARTHQUAKE  RECORDED 


•Ten 


At  lilt*  on  the  morning  of  November 
I*  a  Well-denned  earthquake  record  wee 
made  oa  the  eetamologlcal  Instruments 
at  the  OonaaJee  Heights  observatory. 
It  waa  of  sufficient  severity  to  awing 
the  pendulum  to  It*  greatest  movement, 
a  full  quarter  of  an  Inch,  and  the  small- 
er  vlbratlona  continued  for  a  period  of 
It  minute*.  It  was  of  local  origin,  the 
centre  of  disturbance  having  been  esti- 
mated by  Mr.  F.  Napier  Denleon  at  a 
distance  of  approximately  Its  mllee. 
The  severity  of  the  shock  would  Indi- 
cate that. It  was  probably  recorded  at 
practically  every  station  throughout  the 
world.

ARE  NOT  FORGOTTEN 


Present  Pupils  of  Victoria 
High  School  Have  Prepared 
Many  Boxes  of  Christmas 
Cheer  for  Soldiers. 


i  Among  the  contribution,  to  Red 
Cross  work  la  Victoria  those  of  the 
High  School  atudente  should  rank  very 
high,  as  they  have,  over  since  the  war 
commenced  given  much  of  their  time 
and  talents,  aa  well  ae  money,  to  aid 
the  causa 

-very  month  the  boys  and  stria  make 
their  contributions  of  five  cents  each 
to  a  fund  aet  aside  for  the  purchase  of 
material,  for  making  op  comfort,  and 
Slfta  to  .end  to  the  sn-etudents  of  the 
achool  who  are  now  serving  their  coun- 
try, in  the  great  war.  With  the  money 
already  collected  wool  haa  been  bought 
and  the  glrla  knitted  It  Into  socks. 
those  unable  to  knit  being  taught.  Thus 
many  pair,  of  soche  have  been  made 
and  despatched  to  the  soldier,  at  the 
front.  The  work  la  undertaken  with  the 
willingness  to  help  which  is  character- 
istic of  the  young  people  throughout  the 
olty  and  often  a  great  deal  more  than 
the  allotted  amount  is  performed  by  tho 
boys  and  girls. 

For  several  weeks  paat  the  students 
have  been  busily  engaged  collecting  and 
preparing  Christmas  boxes  for  the  sol- 
diers, in  France,  at  Balonlca  front  and 
In  German  prison  camps;  and  ao  thor- 
ough haa  been  their  work  under  the  di- 
rection of  aeven  lady  teachers  who  have 
supervised  tho  arrangements  by  classi- 
fying the  list  of  soldiers  Into  sections 
and  being  responsible  for  a  certain 
number,  that  It  la  an  assured  fact  that 
no'  former  student  of  the  Victoria  High 
School,  serving  the  colors  will  pass  hla 
Christmas  without  having  received  a 
token  of  good  cheer  from  his  former 
school-mates.  Cards  are  being  sent  to 
the  officers  and  parcels  to  the  privates, 
each  parcel  averaging  about  three 
pounds,  although  many  exceed  that 
amount.  It  la  often  the  case  that  when 
the  parcel  exceeds  that  weight,  rather 
than  diminish  the  contents  to  the  aver- 
age, they  prefer  to  pay  the  extra 
postage. . 

One  day  waa  aet  aside  for  the  students 
to  bring  In  the  twine,  boxes  and  paper, 
and  ao  great  waa  the  response  to  this 
appeal  that  more  than  the  required 
amount  waa  secured.  Then  another  day 
the  contents  for  the  boxes  were  brought 
In;  then  the  work  of  packing  was  pro- 
ceeded with  in  the  same  orderly  manner. 
In  all  about  140  parcels  will  have  been 
despatched  by  the  students,  each  box 
containing  one  pair  of  socks,  at  least 
one  knitted  article,  either  a  muffler, 
sleeveless  sweater  or  a  pair  of  mitts, 
one  pound  of  candy,  a  box  of  cigarettes, 
oxo  cubes,  a  cake  of  soap  and  a  face- 
cloth. The  average  cost  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  boxee  is  about  $2.50,  al- 
though often  those  sent  to  the  pris- 
oners of  war  in  Germany,  cost  the 
sender,  much  more  than  that  sum. 

When  the  parcels  are  packed  and 
ready  for  shipment,  several  of  the  glrla 
and  boys  who  have  motor-cars  at  their 
disposal  take  thenT  down  to  the  post 
office,  thus  facilitating  the*  work. 

The  best  feature  is  that  all  the  funda 
cover  the  purchase  of  wool  and  the 
postage,  each  sender  being  responsible 
for  the  cost  of  the  individual  contents 
of  the  boxes.  The  students  and  their 
teachers  are  to  be  congratulated  upon 
the  splendid  work  they  have  undertaken 
and  performed  so  expeditiously.

Methodists  Would  Not  Es-" 
trange  Sister  Church  Through 
Disagreement  With  Anti- 
Union  Presbyterians,

Approximately  $140  Raised 
at  Physical  Drill  Exhibition 
Last  Night— Entertainment 
Will  Be  Repeated. 


Four  hundred  people  went  to  the  High 
School  last  night  to  witness  the  phy- 
sical drill  and  exercises  carried  out  by 
the  atudenta  of  that  institution  at  an 
entertainment  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bel- 
gian Relief  Fund,  for  which  moat  of 
the  Victoria  public  schools  have  been 
holding  concerts  during  the  paat  week. 
So  successful  was  the  event  and  auch 
waa  tbe  demand  for  tlcketa  that  it  haa 
been  decided  to  repeat  It  again  next  Sat- 
urday evening  for  the  special  benefit  of 
those  who  were  unable  to  obtain  seats 
last  night. 

The  proceeds  from  tbe  sale  of  tlcketa 
at  the  box  office  amounted  to  about  1100, 
while  a  corpe  of  girl  studente  managed 
to  raise  the  sum  of  $40  through  the  sale 
of  candy  and  refreshments. 

The  drill  display  took  place  in  the 
vast  achool  gymnasium.  It  gave  many 
of  the  spectator,  their  flret  opportunity 
of  seeing  the  massive  apartment  and 
-.he  modern  facllltiee  that  are  provided 
at  the  school  for  indoor  recreation. 
The  spectators  were  seated  In  the  bal- 
cony overlooking  the  main  arena,  where 
the  drill,  were  performed. 

The  first  section  of  the  programme

Doubt  aa  to  the  advisability  of  Church 
Union  because  of  the  refusal  of  a  cer- 
tain section  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
to  become  reconciled  to  the  decision  of 
the  laat  Presbyterian  General  Assembly, 
,  is  expressed  editorially  by  the  Methodist 
Recorder,  which  is  the  official  organ  of 
the  British  Columbia  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church.  Presbyterian  antl- 
UnionlaU  in  a  meeting  here  laat  Wed- 
nesday night  declared  that  "if  the 
Methodist  Church  has  any  respect  for 
itself  It  will  not  be  coerced  Into  any 
auch  union." 

Methodist  opinion  Is  more  charitable, 
but  shrinks  from  any  action  that  might 
result  in  strained  feelings  between  parte 
of  the  evangelical  church.  In  its  latest 
issue  The  Recorder  says: 

"Methodists  are  looking  on  with 
mingled  feelings,  while  tbe  present 
phaae  of  Church  Union  discussion  is  en- 
raging lif  tbe  minds  of  our  Presbyterian 
brethren  with  no  small  concern.  The 
Anti-Unionists  are  evidently  standing 
upon  their  convictions  and  are  Irrecon- 
cilable unless  these  convictions  can  be 
changed  by  some  stronger  presentation 
of  argument  They  assert  also,  that, 
although  the  General  Assembly's  vote 
laat  year  represented  more  than  a  three- 
fourths  majority  of  that  body,  that  the 
most  recent  vote  of  the  people  showed 
about  forty-five  per  cent  of  thoee  voting 
to  be  opposed  to  union,  while  a  very 
large  percentage  did  not  vote  at  all. 

"If  these  claims  are  correct  and  the 
feeling  of  the  minority  is  so  keen  and 
uncompromising,  it  gives  ground  for 
pause,  for  it  is  obvious  that  union  un- 
der these  conditions  might  not  prove 
tbe  happy  Ideal  many  have  dreamed  of 
and  would.  In  all  probability,  still  leave 
a  considerable  Presbyterian  Church  in 
existence,  with  the  danger  of  at  least 
very  strained  feelings  towarda  the 
united  church  for  many  years  to  come. 

"The  position  of  Methodism  is  that  we 
have  gone  on  record  as  being  almost 
unanimously  favorable  to  union  and  we 
wait  with  warm  hearts  to  meet  our 
brethren  when  they  are  ready.  But  that 
does  not  mean  that  we  fall  to  appre- 
ciate their  difficulties,  or  that  we  wieh 
to  force  ourselves  upon  the  affections 
of  our  co-rellglonlsts  when  deep,  con- 
scientious reluctance  holds  many  of 
them  aloof. 

"If  we  have  found  it  easier  to  favor 
union  It  Is  perhaps  because  our  his- 
torical difficulties  are  less.  Methodism 
wa.  born  of  no  theological  or  ecclesias- 
tical quarrel,  which  has  made  Preeby- 
terlanlsm  traditionally  austere,  but  of 
warm,  evangelical  zeal,  which  at  flret 
expressed  itself  equally  through  both 
Calvinlatlc  and  Arminlan  channels,  and 
has  since  moderated  both. 

"We  can  only  eincerely  hope  that  the 
present  divided  feeling  among  our  well- 
beloved  brethren  will  lead  to  no  unfor- 
tunate results,  but  will  be  controlled  un- 
der Divine  Influence  to  result  In  the 
truest  solution  for  the  advancement  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God."

The  most  eminent  sanitarians  on  the 
American  continent  ,  met  recently  In 
Cincinnati.  As  was  to  be  expected  the 
greatest  attention  was  devoted  to  the 
disease  popularly  called  Infantile  Par- 
alysis. Among  those  present  were  Dr. 
E.  P.  La  Chapelle,  of  Montreal.  As 
most  newspaper  readers  know,  there  has 
been  an  outbreak  of  the  sickness  In  one 
of  the  finest  suburbs  of  that  city.  Whe- 
ther owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  sea- 
son or  the  skill  of  the  physicians  what 
It  was  feared  might  have  been  an  epi- 
demic has  been  suppressed. 

The  Montreal  physician  was  however 
anxious  to  ascertain  Just  what  pro- 
gress has  been  made  by  men  engaged 
in  research  and  by  medical  men  in  tbe 
battle  against  the  sickness.  A  small 
committee  was  appointed  to  bring  In  a 
report,  after  considering  all  the  evi- 
dence. 

Beyond  the  fact  that  poliomyelitis  Is 
a  germ  disease  and  that  the  virus  is 
found  in  the  nose,  mouth  and  dis- 
charges of  patients  the  committee  had 
little  that  was  pew  to  report.  Their 
advice  as  to  the  control  of  the  disease 
has  been  summed  up  in  a  numben  of 
paragraphs.  > 

As  we  know  that  the  sickness  has 
once  visited  Victoria  and  has  this  year 
been  reported  from  various  places  In 
Canada,  it  will  be  well  for  every  wo- 
man to  etudy  the  measures  advised  and 
keep  them  for  future  reference.  The 
frankness  with  which  this  body  of 
learned  men  confess  how  limited  is 
their  knowledge  of  this  sickness  will 
give  the  common  people  confidence  In 
their  future  claims  or  statements. 

"At  present  our  Information  demande 
the  employment  of  the  following  ad- 
ministrative procedures  in  attempting 
to  control  the  disease: 

"1.  The  requirements  that  all  recog- 
nised and  suspected  cases  be  promptly 
reported. 


"I.  Isolation  of  patients  In  screened 
premises.  The  duration  of  lnfectlvity 
being  unknown  the  period  of  Isolation 
must  necessarily  be  arbitrary.  Six 
weeks  has  been  recommended  by  the 
conference  of  State  anda)  Territorial 
Health  Officers  with  the  Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of  tbe  Public  Health  Service  as 
sufficient,  and  this  period  has  been 
generally  accepted  throughout  the 
United  States. 

"3.  Disinfection  of  all  body  dis- 
charges. 

**«.  Restriction  of  Jhe  movements  of 
Intimate  associates  of  the  patient  so 
far  as  practicable.  This  should  In- 
clude at  least  exclusion  of  the  children 
of  the  family  from  schools  and  other 
gatherings. 

"I.  Protection  of  children,  so  far  as 
possible,  from  contact  with  other  chil- 
dren or  with  the  general  public  during 
epidemics. 

"«.  Observation  Of ,  contacts  for  two 
weeks   after   last  exposure. 

"There  is  no  specific  treatment  of 
established  value  In  poliomyelitis.  Dur- 
ing the  persistence  of  the  acute  symp- 
toms of  tbe  disease,  the.  Important  prin- 
ciples of  treatment  are  rest  In  bed, 
symptomatic  relief,  and  passive  sup- 
port for  the  prevention  of  doforrattios. 
Active  measures  during  this  stage  are 
not  only  useless  hut  are  apt  to  cause 
serious  and  often  permanent  Injury. 
Hospitalisation  of  patient  whtre  pos- 
sible is  to  be  encouragod.  The  best 
chances  of  recovery  from  residual  par- 
alysis demand  skilful  after  care,  often 
long  continued,  and  always  under  the 
direction  of  a  physician  familiar  with 
tbe  neuhrologlcal  and  orthopedic  prin- 
ciples of  treatment.  The  provision  of 
such  after  cure  often  becomes  a  com- 
munity problem,  demanding  the  co-oper- 
ation of  all  available  agencies,  social 
and  professional."

In  many  parts  of  the  British  Empire 
sphagnum  moss,  which  grows  on  the 
moor  lands,  Is  being  gathered.  The 
dried  moss  is  used  Instead  of  absorb- 
ent cotton  for  hospital  dressings.  The 
Germans,  It  Is  said,  have  been  using 
moss  as  a  dressing  for  some  time. 

In  an  extremely  Interesting  letter 
from  London,  published  in  The  Toronto 
Star,  Mrs.  Myra  E.  Mitchell  tells  where 
the  moss  grows.  Who  gather  It,  what 
It  Is  like,  and  much  else  that  readers 
who  have  friends  and  relatives  in  the 
hospitals  would  like  to  know. 

Up  on  the  high  moorland,  where 
larch  and  pine  and  birch  have  ceased 
to  grow,  and  even  heather  is  seen  only 
In  patches  of  soft  purple,  the  black, 
peatty  soil  Is  overspread  with  rounded 
clumps  of  pale  yellow,  delicate  green, 
and  red  moss,  half  hidden 'under  hea- 
ther, coarse  dead  grass  or  the  tall  reeds 
with  which  a  farmer  thatches  hln  hay- 
rick:' Here  "the  sphagnum"  thrives  In 
the  sunshine  and  fine  air,  driving  out 
•lowly  hut  surely  any  other  vegetation 
which  stays  Its  progress.  Its  tiny, 
thirsty  leaves  absorb  moisture  from  the 
atmosphere  sufficient  to  make  deep,  bog- 
like depressions  where  there  are  neither 
streams  nor  springs,  so  that  it  may 
forever  bathe  its  feet  In  a  pool,  and 
raise  Its  massed  star-like  heads  to  the 
•ky. 

The  thin,  delicate  leaves,  on  stems 
varying  from  two  to  six  Inches  In 
length,  are  marvellously  absorbent — 
containing-  when  freshly  gathered  seven 
times  their  own  weight  of  water  after 
they  have  been  dried.  It  Is  this  par- 
ticular quality  which  makes  sphagnum 
moss  valuable — since  neither  drying  nor 
preesure  Injures  the  tiny  cells.  Which 
seam  to  absorb  moisture  sgaln  as 
readily  as  when  the  moss  Is  freshly 
gathered.  Nothing  presents  this  more 
clearly  than  the  realisation  that  the 
same  sackful  of  moss  which  has  to  be 
carried  laboriously  over  ths  shoulden 
when  fresh,  can  be  held  out  at  arm's 
length  when  dried.  8o  light  la  dry 
sphagnum  that  It  can  be  favorably  com- 
pared with  the  weight  of  feathers." 

The  Irish,  we  are  told,  have  long 
known  the  virtues  of  this  moss  as  a 
help  In  the  healing  of  wounds,  but  It 
was  not  until  the  need  of  It  In  the 
hospitals  In  France  was  felt  that  the 
gathering  of  It  became  general.  We 
are  told  that: 

More  than  a  year  ago  the  work  of 
collecting  was  splendidly  organised  In 
Scotland,  but  has  now  been  greatly  en- 
larged by  volunteer  workers  In  other 
moss-growing  districts  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  such  as  Yorkshire.  Devon- 
shire, Cornwall,  Ireland.  Sussex,  and 
Wales.  Even  with  this  greatly  Increas- 
ed output  the  demand  eomes  for  "more 
and  still  more,"  and  far  sxeaeds  the  sup- 
ply. Tbe  Nottingham  War  Hospital 
Supply  Depot  alone  hopes  to  make 
"thousands  and  thousands  of  dressings 
this  Winter."  Its  delicately  agreeable 
odor,  slightly  suggestive  of  sea-weed, 
sssms  to  carry  healing  also  through  the 
sense  of  smell. 

The  devotees  to  this  work  who  emnra 
from  cottage  and  eaetle  throughout  the 
land  continue  undismayed  throughout 
the  Winter,  their  feet  often  In  ley 
water  and  their  hands  brushing  aalde 
the  thin,  glistening  tee  or  snow'  cling- 
ing to  the  stiffened  rod  or  groan  oaoh- 
tosts  that  mean  healing  for  owr  heroic 
wannsaa.  Masher  gloves  hare  soma 
times  protected  delicate  hands  which 
could  not  have  continued  working  with- 
out them.

Poultry  Industry 
Sir, — Referring  to  your  article  under 
the  above  heeding  in  Tuesday's  issue, 
I  mey  eay  that  the  present  high  price 
of  grain  creates  a  very  serious  situation 
for  the  poultryman,  end  If  It  continue* 
for  any  considerable  time,  it  will  have 
the  effect  of  putting  e  lerge  number  of 
them  out  of  business. 

Tour  correspondent,  Mr.  Hlncks,  In 
deellng  with  the  eepect  of  the  question 
as  to  whether  it  will  pay  to  keep  poul- 
try under  present  conditions,  very  truly 
remarks  that  the  barnyard  hen  laying 
only  from  fifty  to  sixty  egg*  per  year 
will  prove  a  loss,  but  that  one  laying 
from  three  to  four  times  that  number 
will  make  e  profit. 

The  unfortunete  pert  of  the  business 
though  is  the  feet  thet  before  you  know 
whether  your  hen  i*  going  to  be  In  the 
barnyard  claas  or  the  paying  class,  you 
heve  got  to  raise  her  to  maturity,  end 
then,  when  she  starts  performing,  try 
her  out. 

If  in  the  process  she  proves  herself 
to  be  in  the  former,  you  will  heve  sus- 
tained e  dead  loss  in  her  keep  up  to  the 
time  you  dispose  of  her,  and  when  feed 
prices  'are  exorbitant,  a*  at  present,  this 
loss  is  eccentueted. 

In  this  connection  it  mey  be  Inter- 
esting to  some  readers  to  know  thet 
the  experience  of  one  of  the  largest, 
most  up-to-date  end  best-equipped  poul- 
try forms  in  the  world  (where  trap 
nests  heve  been  In  use  for  over  fifteen 
yeers  to  eneble  them  to  select  their  best 
producers  for  breeders)  is  that  at  the 
present  time  there  is  still  from  30  to 
40  per  cent  of  their  entire  flock  that 
do  not  pay  for  their  feed,  apart  from 
the  expense  of  their  housing  accommo- 
dation end  labor  Involved  in  attendance. 
etc.,  end  this,  mark  you,  efter  all 
the  known  science  of  poultry  husbandry, 
both  ancient  end  modern,  has  been  ap- 
plied in  en  endeevor  to  get  best  results. 
The  ordinary  poultrymen  cannot  hope 
to  do  eny  better  then  these  specialists, 
and  you  will  therefore  see  thet  in  car- 
rying theee  drones  (which  you  do  until 
you  heve  proved  them)  there  le  e  de- 
cided loss  when  feed  price*  are  nor- 
mal, end  e  very  serious  loss  when 
prices  ere  high. 

Some  relief  from  the  present  difficulty 
might  be  secured  if  the  railway  com- 
panies could  be  Induced  to  Ibwer  the 
rate  on  lea*  then  carload  lots  to  a 
more  reasonable  figure.  For  Instance. 
the  rate,  eay,  from  Calgary  to  Victoria' 
is  87  per  ton  In  carload  lots,  end  in 
lesser  quantities  fll  per  ton.  ee  thet 
everything  seems  to  favor  the  lerge 
buyer. 

If  a  favorable  rate  could  be  obtained 
for  one  ton  lots.  It  should  be  possible 
to  deal  direct  with  the  grower  on  the 
prairie  end  thus  eliminate  the  middle- 
men. 

The  root  can**  of  the  whole  trouble 
will  be  found,  however,  in  this  Iniqui- 
tous gambling  on  the  Grain  Exchange. 
These  quotations  alx  end  nine  month* 
In  advance  represent  nothing  but  mere 
bluff,  and  are  a  rase  to  lend  stability 
to  the  existing  market  As  long  ea 
theee  bears  are  permitted  to  manipulate, 
and  monopolise  the  gram  market.  Just 
so  long  shall  we  hare  to  eweat  for 
them.  Surely  they  ere  no  better  then  I 
the  Oermana,  and  should  be  oxter. 
mine  ted. 

Our  Government  might  eery  well  fol- 
low the  lead  of  the  Australian  Oovern- 
mon,  which  seems  to  heve  found  a  so- 
lution of  the  problem,  la  the  tatrodec-

One  comprehends,  too,  how  the 
far-off  glare  of  a  great  vessel  all  re 
might  b*  reported  as  a  local  Are  on  a 
nearby  enemy,  or  vie*  voraa;  how  a  sil- 
houette caught,  for  aa  inatant.  hi  a  shaft 
of  pal*  light  let  down  from  the  low  sky 
might  be  fatally  difficult  to  Identify  till 
too  late.  But  add  to  all  these  Inevitable 
coafuetona  and  mlarackonlng*  of  time, 
shape  and  distance,  charge*,  at  every 
angle,  of  squadrons  through  and  across 
other  squadrons;  sudden  shifts  of  th* 
centre*  of  th*  fights,  and  even  swifter 
restoration*,  wheelings,  sweepings  and 
regroopmanta  auch  aa  accompany  the 
passage  across  space  of  colliding  uni- 
verses. Than  blanket  the  whole  Inferno 
With  the  darkness  of  Bight  at  full  speed, 
and  see  what  you  can  make  of  it!

A  Utile  time  after  the  action  began  to 
heat  up  between  *ur  battl*  cruisers  and 
the  enemy" a,  eight  or  ten  of  oar  de- 
atroyera  opened  the  ball  for  their  branch 
Of  th*  service  by  breaking  up  the  attack 
of  an  enemy  light  cruiser  and  ttf'.cen 
deatroyar*.

Then 
that  next  aatern  "observed  signal  for 
destroyers  recall,"  and  went  back  to 
report  to  her  flotilla  captain — alone.  Of 
her  two  companions,  one  waa  "badly 
hit,  and  remained  stopped  between  the 
lines."  The  other  "remained  stopped, 
but  whs  afloat  when  laat  seen."  Ship* 
that  "remain  stopped"  are  liable  to  be 
rammed  or  *unk  by  methodical  gun-flre. 
That  was,  perhaps,  fifty  minute*'  work 
put  •  in  before  there  waa  any  really 
vicious  "edge"  to  th*  action,  and  it 
did  not  steady  the  nerves  of  the  enemy 
baitle-crulsers  any  more  than  another 
attack  made  by  another  detachment  of

■Zany  Torpedo  Attack* 

There  were  many  other  torpedo  at- 
tacks in  all  parts  of  the  battle  that 
misty  afternoon.  Including  a  quaint  epi- 
sode of  an  enemy  light  cruiser  who 
"looked  aa  If  she  were  trying"  to  tor- 
pedo one  of  our  battle-cruisers  while 
the  latter  was  particularly  engaged.  A 
destroyer  of  ours,  returning  from  a 
special  Job  which  required  delicacy, 
waa  picking  her  way  back  at  thirty 
knota  through  batches  of  enemy  battle- 
crulaera  and  light  cruisers  with  the 
idea  of  attaching  herself  to  the  nearest 
destroyer  flotilla  and  making  herself 
uaefuL  It  occurred  to  her  that,  aa  aha 
"waa  In  a  moat  advantageous  position 
for  repelling  enemy'a  destroyers  en- 
deavoring to  attack,  she  could  not  do 
better  than  to  remain  on  tho  'engaged 
bow'   of   Our   battle-cruiser." 

So  aha  remained  and  considered 
things.  There  waa  an  enemy  battle- 
crulaer  squadron  In  the  offing:  a  batch 
of  enemy  light  cruisers  ahead  of  that 
squadron,  and  the  weather  waa  thtcklsh 
and  deceptive  She  aighted  tha  enemy 
light  cruiser,  "class  uncertain,**  only 
a  few  thousand  yard*  away,  and— "de- 
cided to  attack  her  In  order  to  frus- 
trate her  firing  torpedoes  at  Our  battl* 
fleet."  (Thla  la  case  the  authorities 
should  think  that  light  cruiser  wished 
to  buy  rubber.)  So  she  fall  upon  tho 
light  cruiser  with  every  gun  she  had, 
at  between  two  and  four  thousand 
yarns,  and  secured  la  number  of  hits, 
lust  tho  same  as  at  target  practice. 
While  thua  occupied  she  aighted  out  of 
the  rolat  •  squadron  of  enemy  battle- 
cruisers  that  had  worried  her  earlier 
In  the  afternoon.  Leaving  the  light 
srulaer,  aha  closed  to  what  she  con- 
sidered a  reasonable  distance  of  tho 
newcomers,  and  let  them  have,  a*  aha 
thought,  both   her  torpedoes. 

She  possessed  an  active  acting  sub- 
lieutenant, who,  though  officers  of  that 
rank  think  otherwise,  la  not  very  far 
removed  from  aa  ordinary  midshipmen 
of  th*  type  one  sees  in  tow  of  relative* 
at  th*  Army  and  Navy  Store*.  He  aat 
aatrtde  on*  of  the  tube*  to  make  quite 
aura  things  were  In  order,  and  flred 
when  th*  alght*  cam*  eg.

exploded,  aa  waa  witneased  by  tha  sub- 
lieutenant himself,  the  commander,  a 
leading  signalman,  and  several  other 
ratings.  Luck  continued  to  hold!  The 
acting  sub-lieutenant  further  reported 
that  "we  still  had  throe  torpodoea  left, 
and  at  th*  same  time  drew  my  atten- 
tion to  enemy'a  Una  of  battleships." 
They  rather  looked  aa  if  they  were 
jpomlng  down  with  intent  to  assault. 
So  the  aub-lieutanant  flred  the  reat  of 
tha  torpedoes,  which,  at  least,  started 
off  correctly  from  the  shell-shaken 
tubes,  and  must  have  crossed  the 
enemy's  line.  When  torpedoes  turn  up 
among  a  squadron  they  upaet  the  steer- 
ing and  distract  the  attention  of  all 
concerned.  Then  the  destroyer  Judged 
it  time  to  take  stock  of  her  injuries. 
Among  other  minor  defects  ah*  could 
neither  steam,  steer,  nor  signal. 
"Useful  BmploymeaV* 
Mark  how  virtue  ia  rewarded!  An- 
other of  our  destroyers  an  hour  or  so 
previously  had  been  knocked  clean  out 
of  action,  before  she  had  done  anything, 
by  a  big  shell,  which  gutted  a  boiler 
room  and  started  an  oil  fire.  (That  la 
tha  drawback  to  oil.)  She  crawled  out 
between  the  battleships  till  she 
"reached  an  area  of  comparative  calm," 
and  repaired  damage.  She  says:  "The 
.flre  having  been  dealt  with.  It  weh 
found  that  a  mat  kept  the  stokehold 
dry. 

of  speed,  I  looked  round  for  useful  em- 
ployment. And  saw  a  deatroyar  In  great 
difficulties,  «o  cloeed  her." 

She  proved  to  be  our  paralytic  friend 
Of  the  Inter  mitten  torpedo-tubes,  and  a 
grateful  ahlp  she  Waa  when  her  crip- 
pled sister  (but  still  good  for  a  few 
knota)  offered  her  a  tow,  "under  very 
trying  condition*,  with  large  enemy 
ships  approaching."  So  th*  two  set  off 
together.

Paralytic,  by  thla  time,  had 
raised  steam  in  a  boiler  or  two,  and 
mad*  shift  to  get  along  slowly  on  bar 
own.  Cripple  hirpllng  beside  her,  tUl 
.Paralytic  oould  not  make  any  more 
headway  In  that  rising  see,  and  Cripple 
had  to  tow  her  once  more  Once  more 
th*  tow  parted.  Ho  they  tied  Paralytic 
up  rudely  and  effectively  with  a  cable 
round  her  after  bollard*  and  gun  (pre- 
sumably b*cau*e  of  strained  forward 
bulkhead*)  end  hauled  her  stem  first, 
through  heavy  seas,  at  continually  re- 
duced speeds,  doubtful  of  their  posi- 
tion, unable  to  sound  bocauae  of  tha 
aeaa,  and  much  pestered  by  a  wind 
which  backed  without  warning,  tUl,  at 
laat,  they  mad*  land,  and  turned  Into 
the  hospital  appointed  for  brave 
wounded  ahlpa.  Everybody  ■peak*  well 
of  Cripple  Her  name  creeps  up  In  sev- 
eral reports,  with  auch  compliment*  aa 
th*  men  of  th*  sea  use  when  they  aee 
good  work.  She  herself  apeaka  wall  of 
her  lieutenant,  who  a*  executive  officer 
"took  charge  of  the  fire  and  towing 
arrangements  ta  a  very  creditable  man- 
ner," and  also  of  Tom  Battya  and

Active  service  is  not  all  bomb-throw- 
ing and  bayonet  charges.  There  are 
intervals  of  leisure  when  one  may  in- 
dulge in  mora  peaceful  pursuits.  Per- 
sonally, I  found  the  time  I  spent  In 
billets  or  camp  to  be  passed  most 
agreeably  over  A  book.  Aa  I  waa  often 
In  billet*  or  camp  I  managed  to  gat 
through   a   good    deal    of    miscellaneous 

My  only  trouble  now  being  lack-i_r^lnr 

Of  course,  newspapera  came  a  long 
way  first.  There  waa  no  lack  of 
these,  aa  everybody  appeared  to  sub- 
scribe to  at  least  one  Journal,  while 
soms  multl-mlllionalrea  among  us  took 
in  a  dosen  or  more.  On  active  service 
nobody  but  a  Hun  would  keep  a  paper 
to  himself.  Accordingly,  the  paper* 
were  freely  paaaed  from  hand  to  hand 
and  we  all  profited.  Th*  man  who  se- 
cure* a  copy  ia  a  popular  favorite  with 
hla  comrades;  and  even  tha  fragment 
of  a  tattered  sheet  1*  a  prised  posses- 
sion. Every  line  down  to  the  Imprint 
is  read  and  discussed;  and  to  tear  up 
or  deatroy  a  peg*  wantonly  would  al- 
most be  regarded  as  a,  court-martial 
offence 

Of  miscellaneous  reading  matter, 
apart  from  periodicals,  there  waa  al- 
ways plenty  to  be  had,  since  a  much- 
appreciated  society — the  name  of  which 
I  forget  at  tha  moment— existed  in 
London  for  the  eapress  purpose  of  sup- 
plying th*  troop*  with  literary  mat- 
ter. Under  it*  benevolent  auspices 
saekloads  of  hooka  and  magatlnes  were 
dispatched  to  Franc*  every  week  and 
the  contents  then  dlatrlbuted  among 
eager  apppllcanta.  No  doubt  the  earn. 
mittee  had  aome  method  In  the  selec- 
tion of  thla  pabulum,  but  the  item* 
were  often  extraordinarily  mixed.  Thus, 
one  would  come  aero—  volume*  of 
Shakespeare,  mathematical  treatise*, 
and  work*  on  aclence,  travel,  poetry, 
and  even  aarmoaa,  together  with  novel* 
and  detective  a  tori  e*  in  th*  same  par- 
cel. Still,  whatever  they  proved,  the 
con  teats  were  none  the  leas  welcome, 
for  aoldlera  ar*  omnivorous  readers  and 
devour  anything  that  1*  printed. 


I  think,  though,  that  the  *ev*np*nny 
editions  of  popular  novel*  war*  moat 
appreciated,  as  tha**  could  always  be 
slipped  Into  one's  pocket-  or  haversack. 
I  remember,  however.  *  veteran  private 
who.  when  offered  hie  choice,  picked 
out  a  ten-year-old  "Army  I.iat.**  which 
be  reed  through  steadily  free*  cover  to 
cover.  A  second  warrior  found  an 
ancient  copy  of  "Allowance  Regula- 
tion*" to  sort  hla  special  requirement* 
better  thaa  anything  el**,  aad  grade- 
ally  developed  into  a  mine  of  knowl- 
edge en  the  subject.

fleer,  saying,  "There  I*  a  (censored 
word)  great  packing-case  for  you  at 
th*  station  here  It  took*  1110  a  grand 
piano.

Aa  soon  as  I  got  tha  opportunity  X 
hurried  off  to  inspect  the  gift  '  In  a 
moment  I  realized  the  worst.  Aunt 
Jane,  who  never  did  anything  by 
halves,  had  evidently  given  a  booksel- 
ler carte  blanche  to  forward  "all  the 
military  oook*  published  by  the  War 
Office."

It 
consist*  of  a  boiled-down  precis  of 
practically  all  the  various  official  pub- 
lications with  which  an  officer  ought 
to   be  acquainted. 

Authoritatively  described  a  a  a 
"handy'  and  concise  book  of  reference 
for  use  on  active  service."  the 
"F.8.P.B."  give*  the  gist  of  all  these 
multitudinous  work*  in  a  single  volume 
that  can  b*  ellpped  into  on*'*  pocket 
The  task  haa  been  carried  out  by  an  ex- 
pert. Nothing  aaam*  to  be  missing, 
for  tho  long  list  of  subjects  treated 
therein  ranges  over  *och  divorce  mat- 
ters *a  aircraft,  astronomy,  billeting, 
oamplng,  censorship,  ciphers,  cooking, 
discipline,  entrenching,  espionage,  law, 
pay,  railway*,  rations,  signalling. 
sketching,  strategy,  tactics,  topography, 
and  tbo  like. 

It  constitutes  a  sort  of  "Inquire 
Wttkln  Upon  Everything,"  end  the 
whole  geM  of  military  kn«wledg* 
appears  to  be  covered.  Thua.  If  one 
wants  to  know  how  to  cure  snake-bite, 
to  calculate  th*  velocity  of  a  river,  to 
lead  a  baggage  wagon,  to  destroy  a 
bridge,  to  select  •  oamplng  ground,  to 
march  by  coarpase,  te  decide  a  cipher 
message,  to  water  horses,  to  change 
foreign  money,  to  deal  with  military 
off  one**,  or  to  make  tough  meat  ten- 
der, one  has  only  to  consult  Its  en- 
lightening pages.

"Aberdeen."  Private  Hotel.  Phon*  101*, 
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Whin  ths  German  forces  with  their 
Austrian  Allies  succeeded  ia  turning 
the  tide  of  the  Roumanian*  Invading 
Transylvania,  there  began  what  has 
bMB  called  the  moat  beautiful  battle 
of  the  war.  It  la  not  that  It  had  any 
moral  beauty,  hut  that  the  physical 
aspects  of  the  fighting  would  have  ap- 
pealed sufficiently  to  any  painter  to  pro- 
luce  the  greatest  war-pictures  ever 
known.  The  retreating  army  of  Rou- 
manians ia  seen  withdrawing  Into  the 
mountain  passe*,  a  loaf  moving  mass 
of  grey,  amid  the  blsaoof  scarlet  and 
ruaaet  of  Autumn  foliage-  In  The  New 
York  Times  Cyril  Brown,  who  was  with 
the  German  army,  describes  the  begin- 
nliig  of  the  Teuton  advance  on  these 
colorful  mountain  gorges,  remarking: 

The  first  ■(age  of  the  invasion  of 
Roumanla — the  continuous  running  fight 
for  the  passes  of  the  Transylvania  Alps 
is  no  less  fascinating  as  a  moving* 
picture  novelty  than  for  Its  thought- 
provoking  suggestlveness  and  larger 
significance. 

Quito  apart  from  military  morale.  It

looking  as  if  ho  had  not  a  worry  In 
the  -world. 

A  fast  run  from  Kronshtadt  or  Brasao, 
to*  pearl  in  the  crown  of  Transylvania, 
freed  only  a  week  ago  from  the  grip  of 
the  Roumanian  Invader,  brought  me  to 
the  formidable  and  seemingly  •insuper- 
able rook  harrier  of  the  Transylvanian 
Alps  and  the  mouth  of  the  strategi- 
cally vita)  Predeal  Pass,  where  I  was 
caught  in  the  swirl*  and  eddies  of  ua- 
accustomed  mountain   warfare. 


Toward  Roumanla  day  and  night  a 
mighty  torrent  of  Teutons  is  pouring 
concentrically  over  the  Transylvania 
plain  between  these  two  high  mountains 
Brto  the  pass  gorge— a  stream  so  great 
of* volume  and  strong  of  current  that 
it  runs  smoothly' and  steadily  up-hill — 
columns  of  plodding,  dust-covered  in- 
fantry: columns  of  novel  mounted  cav- 
alry, bat  chiefly  long  columns  of  power- 
ful artillery  and  still  longer  of  ammuni- 
tion, all' pressing  Joyously,  enthusiasts 
cany  onward*  and  Into  Roumanla. 

Hero  Is  none  of  the  nerve-racking 
of  the  Somme,  where  the  Oer- 
aro  outweighed  and  outnumbered. 
out  not  outgamed:  none  of  that  Somme 
teeth-gritting,  desperate  determination 
to  bold  out.  to  seh  every  foot  of  ground

■gating  and  that  realisation  of  standing 
at  bay  against  almost  hopeless  odds, 
against  tag  armed  flower  aad  manhood 
and  Bngland.  Here  oa  the 
tian  front  are  the  Hush  of  real 
the  spiritual  snd  military  ex- 
altation Of  euooeOsfol  forward  mcttoa. 
tha  buoyant .  realisation  that  you*  are 
falling  upon  a  weaker  at  amy.  that  you 
outnumber  Mm  In,  me*  sad  outweigh 
Mm  in  aHBlory  end  in  hmmumtton, 
that  as  ■  veteran  of  two  years  of  light- 
ing oa  many  fronts  you  are  outbaafng 
the  ttoUpsrfeneed  Roumanian  novtee. 
ami  lastly,  tha  cBubcgnaoe  of  Invasion, 
Of  marching  lata  the  enemy's  country— 
the  real  Joy  of  battle. 

This  wan  the  way-psychology  of  the

of  tha  troops  is  a  never-failing  index 
to  the  character  of  the  fighting.  And 
these  tramping  Teutons  bound  toward 
Roumanla  were  in  the  blgheat  spirits  I 
have  seen  ia  many  months,  full  of  fight, 
good-naturedly  laughing,  chaffing,  sing- 
ing together,  happy  as  school  boys' oa  a 
vacation,  glad  to  be  released  from  the 
long  confinement  of  trench  warfare, 
glad  once  more  to  be  engaged  in  wide- 
open  swift  lighting  and  manoeuvsrlng 
as  thsy  marched,  or  thought  they  were 
marching,  on  to  Bucharest,  ninety  miles 
away.  ^ 

Overlooking  the  Battle. 
Nothing  will  give  you  a  livelier  no- 
tion of  the  quaint  novelty  of  the  light- 
ing than  the  fact  that  I  was  able  to 
motor  with  Impunity  and  perfect  safety 
right  on  to  (he  actual  battle-field.  Well 
Into  Predeal  pads  we  ran:  through  mass* 
ed  German  artillery,  the  first  intima- 
tion I  had  that  we  were  snywhere  near 
the  front,  and  as  the  long  German  guns 
began  tuning  up  over  my  head  I  asked, 
not  uninterestodly,  if  we  were  within 
range  of  the  Roumanian  artillery.  "Ja- 
wohl."  said"  Falkenhayn's  staff  officer, 
who  accompanied  me.  The  instinct  of 
self-preservation  prompted  the  query 
whether  the  Roumanian  artillery  ob- 
servers could  see  uo  In  this  deep  strait 
"The.  Roumanians  still  hold  that  moun- 
tain ahead  of  ua,"  he  replied,  pointing 
out  dominating  Susalul,  about  four 
miles  away. 

The  German  artillery,  continues  the 
account,  was  stretched  in  a  contiguous 
row  across  the  entire  chaoseee,  and 
every  gun-muxals  was  pointed  directly 
at  Mount  Susalul,  for  all  the  World, 
says  Mr.  Brown,  Ilka  taunting  Angers. 
There  were  hundreds  of  guns,  massed 
ia  clusters,  and  all  In  readiness  for  the 
bombardment  of  the  mountain  held  by 
the  Roumanians.  Then,  at  last,  the  In- 
termission was  over,  and  the  curtain 
rose  on  the  next  great  aet  of  the  battle 
for  .the  mountain  passes.    Wo  read: 

Three-quartets  of  the  way  up  the 
hill  I  stood  at  a  pine  tree  top  artillery 
observation  pool,  where  the  fire  of  a 
heavy  German  mortar  battery  was  be- 
ing guided  and  which  afforded  a  won- 
derful mountain  battle  panorama,  typl- 
nal  of  all  this  fighting  up  and  down  the 
lino  for  the  passes  Into  Roumanla  AH 
about,  me,  as  far  as  the  eye  could  see, 
were  noble  mountain  peaks,  some  dark 
with  a  crowd  of  pines,  others  with  bald 
chalk  heads,  their  slopes  clothed  with 
dense  reaches  of  the  Pall  foliage  of 
oaks,,  beeches,  and  birches — violet,  yel- 
lows browns,  and  the  dark-green  velvet 
of  evergreens.  I  have  seen  no  other 
battle  with  ouch  a  lovely  sotting. 
-  Par  below,  at  my  feet,  Predeal  Pass 
proper  skirted  Hill  1070.  then  debouch* 
ing  into  a  very  wide,  densely  wooded 
valley  for  several  miles  until  the  moun- 
tains sgain  closed  In,  the  pass  narrow- 
ing uncomfortably  for  an  lavading 
army  at  its  highest  point. 

*"▼•  *UomotOru  in  on  air-line  before 
me  lies  the  airily  perched  town  of  Pro- 
deal.  Just  over  the  Roumanian  border, 
guarding  aad  blocking  tbe  narrow  pass 
outlet  Into  Roumanla.  Between  mo  and 
Predeal  lias  the  serpentine,  colling 
double- track  trunk  Una  to  Bucharest. 
Climbing  gently  but  steadily  up  sjrndu. 
It  Mas  theoretically  under  easy  artflory 
lire  of  both  aides  till  it  dives  tote  the 
Irst  Proissi  tunnel,  a  very  long  tunnel, 
fortunately  for  the  Germans  who  hold 
i.  «...-.»..  and  undamaged  In  their  hands. 
Bnasjpeaflog  from  the  tunnel  the  rail- 
road cashes)  a  mag.  'narrow,  halrpta 
curve,  serosa  the  widest  part  of  the 
psss  valley,  and  to  partly  loot  to  view 
In    deaoa    underbrush    and    woods    till. 
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town,  whore  a  second  vital   tunnel  is 
still  in  Roumanian  hands. 

This  railroad  through  Predeal  Pass, 
with  its  accompanying  magnificent 
winding  chaussee.  Is  the  real  bone  of 
contention  between  the  Germans  and 
Roumanians,  affording  as  it  doss  fine 
and  unique  traffic  facilities  for  rolling 
Gorman  corps  ad  libitum  from  the  Bast 
or  West  front  to  Roumanla  via  Buda- 
pest and   Kronstadt. 

The  advaaoe  guard  of  Falkenhayn's 
centre  is  made  up  of  Hungarian  hon- 
veds,  veteran  Bavarians,  and  Prussian 
Grenadiers,  a  tough  combination  to  be 
tackled.  More  ominous  for  ths  Rou- 
manians trying  to  stem  the  grey  ava- 
lanche rolling  down'  upon  them  Is  the 
fact  that  other  of  Falkenhayn's  veterans 
can  be  heard  already  lighting  actually 
on  Roumanian  soil  to  right  and  left, 
mostly  left,  of  Predeal,  on  and  around 
those  theoretically  lnexpungeable  moun- 
tains. One  Hungarian  Infantry  divis- 
ion, sturdy  peasants  of  the  deep  Hun- 
garian plain,  who  nevertheless  have 
learned  to  climb  like  mountain  goats, 
have  worked  their  way  since  dawn  this 
morning  on  a  broad  front  over  wooded 
mountain  crests,  through  wooded  ra- 
vines and  valleys  and  skirting  high 
wooded  slopes,  until  they  now  He  bo- 
fore  on  both  flanks  snd  partly  in  the 
roar,  as  a  gentle  surprise  for  the  Rou- 
manians, ready  to  storm  the  most  con- 
spicuous feature  of  tbe  mountain-bat- 
tle landscape,  dominating  Susualul 
Mountain.  Tbe  German  artillery  is  al- 
ready  at   work. 

Lofty    Mount   Susalul. 

Susalul,  6,000  feet  hj.gh,  outtopplag 
its  neighbors,  is  six  or  ssven  kilome- 
ters ahead  of  me,  through  the  clear 
mountain  air  seeming  much  closer. 
Through  fleldglasses  I  can  count  ths 
trees  and  bushes  and  men  on  Its  spare 
crest.  It  la  a  long,  hog-back  mountain. 
With  a  main  peak  and  a  minor  one  con- 
nected by  a  saddle.

opy  extends  from  the  three  nations'  cor- 
ner in  the  north,  where  Russia,  Rou- 
manla and  Bukowlna  meet,  to  tho  Dan- 
ube, and  this  is  only  one  of  the  three 
main  passes  in  Falkenhayn's  centre. 

It  Is  valuable  to  bear  this  fact  In 
mind  when  we  consider  that  the  Teu- 
tons forced  tbe  Roumanians  from  Kron- 
stadt to  Predeal.  sixteen  miles,  m  a 
week's  time.  The  question  only  re- 
mains, according  to  the  correspondent's 
statement,  whether  Russia  can  corns  to 
the  rescue  against  Falkenhayn's  centre, 
before  tbe  Winter  sets  in,  with  storms 
snd  snow  which  would  favor  the  Rou- 
manians anyway.  This  and  othsr  things 
were  in  Mr.  Brown's  thoughts  m*  hs 
sat  down,  in  an  orchestra  seat,  as  It 
were,  to  watch  the  ensuing  battle.  He 
continues: 

By  noon  the  preliminary  tuning-up  of 
ths  German  artillery  was  completed. 
Battery  after  battery  now  went  into 
action  behind,  before  and  on  both  aides 
of  me,  through  which  I  had  motored 
and  others  unseen  in  adjoining  valleys, 
until  hundreds  of  long  cannon  ad 
heavy  mortars  and  mountain  guns  were 
firing. 

The  long  roll  or  guns  firing  In  unison 
wss  as  a  thousand  thunderstorms 
breaking  among  the  noble  Transylvan- 
ian Alps,  and  you  experienced  a  strange 
sense  or  unreality.  It  should  have  been 
pitch  dark.  The  blue  sky  and  the  bright 
cold  Autumn  mountain  sunlight  playing 
over  the  rainbow-tinted  turning  roll- 
age  aeemed  hopelessly  paradoxical. 

It  was  hard  to  believe  that  you  were 
listening  to  a  man-mads  tone  poem  and 
not  to  a  eataclytom  or  nature.  You  had 
a  feeling  that  the  sir  was  being  torn  to 
shreds  by  flying  shells  and  that  all  life 
in  that  lovely  Predea  Psss  must  suffo- 
cate. As  ths  rolling  German  salvos 
reached  the  climax  to  ths  pitch  or  in- 
tensity that  deafened  svsa  the  over- 
worked echoes,  tho  thin  mountain  air 
vibrated,  and  the  very  granite  on  which 
you  were  based  seemed  to  quiver. 


During  this  fighting  an  Interesting 
diversion  occurred,  -which  shows  that  a 
little  bluff  helps  in  all  battles.  Mr. 
Brown  writes: 

The  telephone  of  artillery  beobach- 
tungstand  rang  and  the  young  lieuten- 
ant of  heavy  artillery  who  answered 
ths  call  looked  particularly  happy.  Hs 
told  ms  he  had  just  received  orders 
from  higher-up  to  shoot  at  Predeal  snd 
the  Roumanian  field  fortifications  before 
it  with  his  heavy  battery.  I  stood  be- 
side him  as  hs  guided  the  Are  of  the 
guns  with  hts  syes  glusd  to  a  powerful 
scissors  telescope  and  a  telephone  in- 
strument to  his  mouth  and  ear.  When 
the  Chick  black  smoke  of  the  first  big 
shell  cleared  away  aa  entire  house  in 
Predeal  had  vanished  completely  as  if 
it  wore  tho  disappearing  trfok  of  a  con- 
jurer. Tho  mortar  battery  picked  off 
hair  a  dosoa  houses  in  quick  succession 
with  perfect  precision  born  of  Long 
team-work  practice.  '  There  were  row 
wasted  shells  that  went  wide. 

There  wsa  something  or  amassment 
at  watching  this  quiet  boy  of  twenty 
telephoning  orders  Ilka  a  business  man 
at  his  desk  the  angle  of  elevation  and 
direction  correction  of  are  In  metres— 
that  reduced  business  blocks  and  dwell- 
ings to  vacant  lota  and  choice  buUdlng 
sites,  while  his  steaographsr  and  secre- 
tary, a  boarded  Inmdsturin  artillerist, 
sat  on  the  ground  beside  him  with  a 
hook  aa  big  aa  a  family  Bible  on  Ma 
lap.  laboriously  inscribing  Urn  tlmo 
and  othsr  details  of  each  shot  fired,  in- 
cluding ths  not  result,  aa  ibisreed 
through  tho  ti  lass  ope  by  the  young 
officer.  That  such  elaborate  —'ft—iTr 
should  be  kept  of  tho  pceieedlsgs  of 
an   artillery-fire    control    post   daring   s 


battle  seemed  absurdly  typical  of  Ger- 
man thoroughness  till  you  reflected 
that  each  of  these  shells  cost  a  round 
thousand  dollars,  snd  that  this  youth 
was  supervising  away  a  bank  president's 
salary  while  you  waited. 

The  young  artillery  officer  next  turn- 
ed the  attention  of  hla  heavy  mortars 
to  ths  Roumanian  earthworks  outside 
Predeal  and  >fcored  many  nice  hits  In 
quick  succession. 

"The  Roumanians  are  withdrawing," 
the  artillery  officer  said,  and  thsy  cer- 
tainly wore,  barring  ths  poor  devils 
who  were  dying.  It  looked  as  if  every- 
one who  had  Isgs  and  could  use  them 
was  sprinting  from  ths  earthworks  snd 
disappearing  among'  ths  first  houses  or 
Predeal,  and  that  the  wounded  were 
being  carried  back,  too,  the  artillery  of- 
ficer through  his  mors  powerful  glass 
confirming  this. 

During  this,  one  had  been  rather  dis- 
tracted trying  to  watch  the  twin  bom- 
bardments or  Predeal  apd  Susalul,  but 
now  we  resumed  our  concentrated  at- 
tention on  the  fight  for  the  important 
mountain.  As  at  a  flourish  or  an  or- 
chestra leader's  baton,  the  German 
drum-fire  was  suddenly  cut  short,  ths 
unaccustomed  silence  almost  stunning 
you.  Fortunately  that  was  ths  Signal 
for  ths  Infantry  storm  to  begin.  Bat 
after  five  minutes'  silence  the  drum-fire 
resumed.  There  followed  four  or  these 
uncanny  sudden  lulls  before  ths  report 
came,  "The  Roumanians  are  giving 
way." 

while  thsy  were  straining  their  eyes 
through  the  glasses  to  oateh  sight  of 
tho  first  swarming  linos  to  roach  tho 
bare  spots  oa  tho  upper  flanks  and 
semi-bald  crest  of  Susalul,  the  Hungar- 
ian Excellent  sent  an  orderly  officer 
with  an  invitation  to  Join  him  and  his 
staff  at  'their  modest  battle  luncheon. 
It  wan  a  unique  picnic,  according  to  the 
reporter,  who  addo: 

The  Hungarian  general,  good-natured, 
florid-faced,  with  a  fierce  black  Magyar 
moustache,  sat  sprawling  comfortably 
Ofi  ths  blanket-covered  ground  with  his 
back  to  tho  battle,  rubbing  his  hands 
and  entertaining  no,  doubts  or  excite- 
ment as  to  its  outcome.  Ths  Hungarian 
staff  knocked  off  work,  too,' aad  joined 
tho  general  for  refreshments.  On  tho 
ground  Hungarian  orderlies  unllmbored 
sample  hampers  from  two  staff  pack- 
mules  browsing  behind  this  groan,  dis- 
tributed china  soup  plates,  cups,  sau- 
cers, glasses,  and  plated  knives,  forks 
and  spoons,  then  passed  around  a  na- 
tive Hungarian  unpronounceable  food 
said  to  bo  chopped  meat  wrapt  in  cab- 
bage leaves  roasted.

ARMORED  CARS  HAVE 

EXCITING  TIMES 

The  Cxar  recently  received  at  tha  im- 
perial Headquarters  Commander  OUvor 
Locket- Lampion  (Unionist  M.  P.  for 
North  Huntingdon)  commanding  ths 
British  armored  car  unit  In  Russia. 

Tho  British  cars  have  bad  exciting 
times  in  Asia  Minor.  Thsy  wars  be- 
tween 300  aad  400  miles  from  tho  rail- 
head. When  they  branched  off  from 
tha  main  road  through  Turkish  Ar- 
menia they  had  to  rely  on  bullock 
tracks.  .  which  climbed  through  ths 
roughest  mountains.  Some  or  ths  grad- 
ients were  so  steep  that  the  cars  bad 
to  be  hauled  up  by  hand  and  then  low- 
ered again  by  ropes.  In  many  cases 
rooks  on  ths  track  caught  aad  ripped 
the  base  plates,  thus  letting  out  tho 
oil.  In  a  single  day  twelve  ears  were 
thus  damaged,  but  all  except  two  start- 
ed again  after  about  a  couple  of  hours 
thanks  to  an  ingenious  patching  device 
in  which  ordinary  shaving  soap  was 
held  in  position  by  medical   plaster. 

One  driver,  unable  to  Obtain  either 
plaster  or  soap,  took  six  bullets,  molted 
them  on  a  stove,  poured  the  metal  Into 
a  mud  mould,  and  mended  the  hole  by 
this  means.  One  squadron  took  two 
days  to  cross  a  river,  ths  men  working 
naked  the  whole  time. 

Before  the  cars  reached  ths  front 
in  the  Mush  region  the  Turks  and 
Kurds  prepared  an  ambuscade  to  pro-. 


vent  them  from  getting  through.  Ai 
unarmored  touring  Car,  la  which  Com- 
mander Locker-Lampson  was  alone,  fell 
into  tho  ambush  and  had  tho  narrowest' 
escape.  The  ear  was  under  tho  fire  of 
tho  Turks  and  Kurds  along  a  hillside 
skirting  tho  road  for  many  miles.  At 
tho  end  Of  the  road  was  a  river.  There 
wsa  nothing  to  do  but  to  charge  it. 
The  oar  emerged  safety^  pierced  by 
numerous  bullets.  Ths  drivsr  never  lost 
his  head  for  a  moment  and  to  to  re* 
ceive  the  Cross  of  St.  George. 

Ths  oars  have  boon  In  action  many 
tlmss.  A  most  susoossful  attack  was 
made  oa  the  Turkish  loft  flank  oa  the 
village  of  Norohon.  Not  only  was  ths 
village  taken  and  the  enemy  dispersed 
with  considerable  loss,  but  the  Turk- 
ish- base  in  ths  roar  of  tho  position  was 
shelled  by  tho  oars'  guns  and  a  maga- 
zine wan  blown  up.

M.P.P.-elect  for  Vaneou- 
ver.  a*  o  roault  of  Qosdea's  statement 
before  a  special  legislative  committee 
la  at  May  that  ho  had'  received  from 
Mr.  Macdonald  |I0  la  payment  for  ser- 
vices rendered  during  tbo  political  cam- 
palm  In  connection  with  the  Vancouver 
by-election  of  last  February.  Tbo  jury 
divided  ton  to  two  In  favor  of  convic- 
tion. 

The  jurors  had  boon  In  retirement  alnco 
8:10  p.m..  thus  having  considered  their 
Verdict  for  throe  hours  and  fifteen  min- 
utes. They  had  mot  at  »  o'clock  In  the 
morning  In  order  that  the  addresses  of 
counsel  for  the  defence  and  Crown,  and 
the  summing  up  and  directions  of  Mr. 
Justice  Gregory  might  bo  completed  to 
time  to  enable  them  to  dispose  of  their 
work  before  tbo  week-end.  These  pro- 
ceedings occupied  all  the  forenoon  and 
extended  Into  the  afternoon  to  the  time 
stated,  when  they  retired,  were  given 
their  lunch  to  privacy  and.  took  up 
their   business. 

Mr.  Ooodlaks,  to  announcing  the  ro- 
ault, added  that  there  sssmsd  to  bo  no 
prospect  of  reaching  an  agreement 

His  Lordship  observed  that  he  sup- 
posed there  was  no  possibility  of  their 
coming  to  an  agreement  If  allowed  to 
give   the   matter   further   consideration. 

The  foreman  replied  negatively,  at 
which  His  Lordship  said  that  It  would 
be  futile  for  him  to  punish  the  jurors 
toy  insisting  on  their '  continuing  and 
that,  therefore,  ho  would  dismiss  them. 
This  wae  done. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Moresby,  Crown  counsel, 
stated  that  he  reserved  the  right  to 
empanel  another  Jury  at  tbe  present 
Assises  for  a  third  trial  but  that  ho 
wished  time  to  consider  before  coming 
to  a  decision.

Immediately  on  tbe  opening  of  court 
argument  developed  as  to  the  admis- 
sion of  tbe  evidence  of  Mr.  Rdbert  H. 
Br y den,  tailor  at  the  Empress  Hotel. 

To  this  Mr.  Taylor  objected  vigorous- 
ly, taking  the  position  that,  if  it  was  to 
be  brought  bsfore  the  jury,  it  should 
have  been  called  to  chief  and  that  Mr, 
Moresby,  Crown  counsel,  could  not  di- 
vide his  case.  The  witness  had  been 
sworn  at  the  last  trial  and  there  had 
been  plenty  of  opportunity  on  the  pres- 
ent occasion.  Mr.  Taylor  argued  that 
Mr.  Bryden's  evidence  would  be  entire- 
ly new. 

Mr.  Moresby  answered  that  this  was 
not  so  and  that  all  he  wanted  the  wit- 
ness for  was  to  show  that  Mr.  Mac- 
donald could  not  have  changed  his  suit 
on  Tuesday,  April  2ft,  as  the  evidence 
seemed  to  Indicate  might  have  been  pos- 
sible. 

His  Lordship  Anally  decided  that  the 
testimony  should  be  admitted  on  the 
understanding  that,  in  the  event  of  a 
conviction,  Mr.  Taylor  should  be  granted 
a  stated  case. 

There  then  arose  the  point  of  when 
Ooaden  had  first  spoken  In  his  state- 
ment to  the  select  legislative  commit- 
tee of  Matt  Fraser  having  been  with 
him  when  the  alleged  payment  was 
made  by  Mr.  Macdonald.  Difference  of 
opinion  was  shown  as  between  counsel 
with  regard  to  this  matter,  It  being  the 
contention  of  Crown  counsel  that  Ooa- 
den had  told  of  Fraser  having-  accom- 
panied him  to  the  Postoffice  on  being 
examined  a  second  time  on  the  evening 
of  May  16  and  after  he  had  had  an  op- 
portunity of  seeing  Fraser,  the  latter 
having  been  here  all  that  day.  To  this 
Mr.  Taylor  took  exception,  but  the  time 
was  not  taken  to  decide  the  point  by 
reference  to  the  transcript  of  evidence, 
it  being  left  to  the  jury  to  bring  to  bear 
Its  own  recollection  of  the  testimony 
adduced  on  the  Issue. 


Cleaned  Brown  »nlt 
Mr.  Bryden,  on  being  sworn,  said  that 
he  remembered  April  25  and  that  he  had 
had  a  suit  from  Mr.  Macdonald's  room 
at  the  Ifimpress  Hotel  on  tbe  morning 
of  that  day.  It  was  cleaned)*  pressed 
and  token  back  two  days  later.     It  was 


an    ordinary    "lounge"    suit,    brewa    to 
color. 

.  Answering  Mr.  Taylor,  ho  said  that  he 
other  suit*  from  Mr.  Mas- 
They  wore  many  and 
Of  different   kinds, 

Mr.  Taylor  began  hie  addroas  to  the 
jury  with  the  observation  that  the  Issue 
waa  simple.  Oosden  had  made  the  state- 
ment haf ore  the  legislative  committee 
that  Mr.  Maodonold  had  paid  htm  ••• 
at  the  Postoface  on  the  night  of  April 
ftl  and  that  he  also  had  met  him  there 
at  •  o'clock,  when  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  payment.  Mr.  Macdonald 
had  followed  this  up  with  a  charge  of 
perjury  and  the  Crown  said  that  ado- 
den,  when  be  mode  the  assertion  under 
oath,  waa  saying  something  that  was 
untrue  and  which  he  know  to  bo  false. 
Was  he  guilty?  # 

The  jury  waa  asked  to  boar  three 
points  to  mind  to  consideration  of  the 
evidence.  The  first  waa  that  the  jurors 
and  they  alone  were  the  judges  of  the 
facts;  the  second,  that  tbe  presumption 
waa  that  Ooaden  was  Innocent,  and  the 
third,  the  motives  and  interests  of  the 
different  witnesses  called. 

Why.  he  asked,  should  Ooaden  go  be- 
fore the  select  committee  and  make 
statements  If  he  knew  that  they  were 
not  true?  He  had  no  personal  ill-feel- 
ing towards  Mr.  Macdonald.  In  fact. 
ho  had  said  that  he  did  not  believe  that 
Mr.  Macdonald  knew  of  anything  of  an 
Illegitimate  character  having  happened 
to  the  campaign  preceding  the  by-elee- 
Uon  of  February  in'  Vancouver.  A  man 
did  not  commit  perjury  for  fun,  and 
counsel  challenged  the  Crown  to  show 
any  sound  motive  for  the  act  alleged 
against  the  accused. 


Tbe  Crown  had  six  witnesses.  Three 
of  these  dealt  with  what  he  would 
term  the  "main  Issue"  and  the  others 
with  facts  which  he  admitted,  namely, 
that  Oosden  made  the  statement  which 
waa  the  basis  of  the  accusation.  The 
first  three  wore  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Macdonald 
and  Mr.  John  Oliver,  the  latter  cor- 
roborating to  an  extent  tbo  formers' 
depositions.  Ho  wished  to  emphasize 
that  those  people  gave  what  waa  known 
as  negative  evidence.  They  merely  said 
"we  were  not  there."  This  was  diffi- 
cult to  combat,  as  was  conceded  by  all 
prominent  Jurists.  For  the  accused 
there  were  twelve  witnesses  and  their 
testimony  waa  positive.  Consequently 
It  admitted  of  a  wide  scope  of  cross- 
examination.  It  being  possible  to  take 
those  called  over  a  broad  field  in  the 
endeavor  to  shake  their  assertions  and 
to  corroborate  what  they  had  to  say 
with  regard  to  the  main  issue.  For 
those  reasons  it  waa  hla  intention  .  to 
rsfsr  first  to  the  evidence  of  the  de- 
fence and  revert  to  that  of  the  prose- 
cution. 

There  waa  no  doubt  that  there  had 
been  trouble  among  the  Liberals  over 
the  by-election  of  February  in  Vancou- 
ver, and  it  was  evident  that  there  had 
been  "qualms  of  conscience."  There 
had  been  an  investigation  and  at  about 
that  time  Oosden.  who  bad  wages  due 
him.  decided  that  he  would  go  to  Mr. 
Macdonald  about  it.  "  The  witness,  Gray, 
as  he  had  sworn,  had  gone  with  him. 
They  had  met  Mr.  Macdonald  and  the 
latter  said  that  Oray  had  "shuffled 
off."  Oray  said  that  he  had  excused 
himself,  not  caring  to  hear  the  private 
business  they  were  to  talk  over.  Waa  It 
not  reasonable  to  suppose  that,  If  Oos- 
den was  "framing  up"  something,  Oray 
would  have  remained  in  earshot?  Trac- 
ing Oosden  to  Victoria,  counsel  re- 
viewed his  meeting  with  "Tony"  Sllvene 
and  later  with  Matthew  Fraser.  if  the 
meeting  of  the  accused  and  Fraser > had 
been  "cooked  up,"  was  it  not  reasonable 
to  believe  that  Fraaet  would  have  said 
positively  that  he  recognised  Mr.  Mac- 
donald at  the  Postoffice.  He  could 
easily  have  done  so  if  he  had  not  been 
telling  the  truth,  but  he  did  not  so  as- 
sert, declaring  that  he  saw  Oosden 
meet  a  tall  man.  It  also  was  contended 
that  It  was  the  most  natural  thing  for 
Oosden  to  counting  his  money  at  the 
Windsor  bar  to  do  it  out  of  sight  of  the 
barkeeper.  One  did  not  usually  flash 
a  roll  of  bills  for  the  whole  world  to 
see. 

liberty    at   Stake 

On  the  stand  Oosden  had  become  heat- 
ed. It  waa  to  be  remembered  that  his 
liberty  was  at  stake.  He  was  of  an  Im- 
pulsive nature  and  his  experience  was 
that  It  was  the  Impulsive  ones  who 
could  be  most  depended  on  In  the  matter 
of  truth.  It  usually  was  the  cold  and 
calculating  who  did  not  tell  the  truth. 

An  attempt  was  made  .  to  make  a 
slur  on  the  character  of  Mrs.  Cuthbert- 
son.  This  he  thought  hardly  right.  It 
had  been  shown  by  Mr.  Sllvene  that 
ahe  had  a  patent  on  a  waterproof  coat 
and  by  others  that  she  had  Independent 
means.  Also  it  was  indicated  that  ahe 
waa  an  author  to  an  extent,  and  he  had 
offered  to  Introduce  evidence  of  the 
character  of  her  worth,  but  it  had  been 
disallowed. 

The  defence  also  had,,  four  witnesses 
who,  swore  that  Mr.  Macdonald  was  out 


of  the  hotel  that  night.  One  waa  Mr. 
Books,  a  Grand  Forks  fruit  grower  wltb 
no  Interest  to  the  oaoo:  another.  Mr. 
Plaata;  a  third,  the  letter's  son,  aad  a 
fourth,  Mr.  Billing*.  Counsel  rapidly 
fan  ewer  tbe  salient  fsaturea  of  their 
depositions,  it  being  emphasised  that  all 
were  positive  thai  they  had  seen  Mr. 
Macdonald  en  the  evening  of  Tuesday, 
April  tl.  Mr.  Billings  bad  come  into 
the  trial  for  tbe  first  time,  fortunately 
for  the  prisoner.  Hers  was  a  man  who 
had  been  brought  from  Kamloops  to 
Victoria,  reluctantly,  because  be  did  net 
wish  to  bring  himself  into  prominence 
and  Who  had  known  Mr.  Macdonald  per- 
sonal!/ at  CresJbrook  some  years  be- 
fore. He  had  been  at  the  post  office 
that  night  and  had  seen  Mr.  Macdonald 
and  bad  noticed  him  particularly,  and 
the  totter  bad  not  seen  him.  Going 
home,  be  had  told  big  wife  about  It  end 
later,  when  reading  over  tbe  newspaper 
accounts  of  the  trial,  he  bad  exclaimed: 
"Macdonald  is  lying,  because  I  saw  him 
th*t  night"  He  bad  no  self  Interest  to 
serve  in  making  such  a  statement.  The 
consideration  of  motives  was  important 
Who  waa  to  be  believed  ?  . 

Mr.  Meedeaald's  Xaonrao* 

Mr.  Macdonald  on  the  stand  said  he 
waa  not  interested.  Waa  he  to  be  be- 
lieved? Hla  Lordship  has  asked  him 
whether  be  did  not'  think  hla  honor  was 
at  stake.  Mr.  Oliver,  the^neact  witness, 
said  that  he  would  be  "vitally  inter- 
ested." Mr.  Macdonald  declared  that  he 
did  not  see  Oosden  on  April  25.  He  did 
admit  that  he  got  ISO  on  the  afternoon 
of  that  day.  If  he  had  got  It  at  2: SO 
o'clock  la  tbe  afternoon,  why  had  he 
asked  for  money  at  tbe  Parliament 
Buildings  on  tbe  evening'  of  the  same 
day,  as  he  bad  done,  according  to  the 
evidence  of  Mr.  Courtney.  The  fact 
that  the  latter  was  not  available  to 
testify,  counsel  declared,  was  not  the 
fault  of  the  prisoner. 

With  regard  to  Mrs.  Macdonald's  evi- 
dence, Mr.  Taylor  suggested  that  her 
husband  might  have  gone  to  the  post 
office  without  her  being  aware  of  It 
She  had  been  engrossed  with  a  book, 
and  Mr.  Macdonald  might  have  gone 
out  and  come  back  without  her  knowl- 
edge. He  also  observed  that  in  the  old 
times  a  wife  could  not  give  evidence  for 
or  against  her  husband.  This  he 
thought  a  very  salutary  rule,  because  it 
was  his  experience  that  when  a  wife 
waa  fond  of  her  husband  she  would  go 
considerable  lengths  to  help  him,  just 
as  It  waa  true  that  when  a  wife 
quarrelled  with  her  husband,  ehs 
usually  became  bis  bitterest  enemy.

Mr.  W,  C.  Moresby  asserted  that  the 
ease  brought  in  politics  to  a  consider- 
able extent  Oosden,  the  accused,  had 
been  employed  In  the  Vancouver  cam- 
paign. He  was  a  man  of  extraordinary 
character.  Bold  In  his  declaration  of 
his  convictions;  bold  in  his  assertion  of 
the  drastic  measures  he  would  be  will- 
ing to  adopt  towards  those  who  did  not 
agree  with  him,  and  so  bold  to  every- 
thing and  reckless  in  his  statements 
that  one  wondered  how  far  he  might  go. 
His  spirit  of  reckless  bravado  was 
Illustrated  in  his  reference  to  Mr.  Brew- 
ster at  the  Vancouver  meeting.  He 
paraded  before  his  own  clique  as  a 
leader  and  was  "inebriated  with  his  own 
verbosity." 

It  was  pointed  out  that  in  the  consid- 
eration of  their  verdict  the  jurors 
should  disregard  any  political  leanings 
they  might  have.  They  were  to  deal 
with  the  case  on  the  evidence  and  oa 
that  alone.  No  doubt  each  of  those  con- 
cerned had  political  leanings.  That  wa* 
true  of  counsel  on  both  sides  and  of 
His  Lordship,  no  doubt,  before  he  had 
ascended  the  bench.  But  this  should 
not  enter  into  the  administration  of 
Justice,  and  he  wanted  to  state  that 
nothing  of  the  kind  had  been  permitted 
to  influence  him  in  any  way. 

Reference  had  been  made  to  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Macdonald  had  sat  beside  him 
during  the  trial.  This  was  nothing  un- 
usual. Crown  counsel  often  had  one 
posted  on  the  evidence  assist  him.  If 
did  not  mean  that  Mr.  Macdonald  was 
Influencing  tbe  course  the  Crown  pur- 
sued. The  suggestion  that  such  had 
been  true  he  wished  to  deny  with  the 
utmost  emphasis,  and.  he  wanted  also 
to  declare  that  Mr.  Macdonald  had  had 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  selec- 
tion of  the  Jury. 

Denomination  of  Bills 

Taking  up  Mr.  Macdonald's  evidence, 
counsel  asked  why  nothing  had  been 
said  of  the  denomination  of  the  bills 
which  he  had  got  at  the  Empress  Hotel. 
Miss  Allen,  the  cashier,  who  made  the 
loan,  was  available  and  had  not  been 
called.  It  was  suggested  that  the  rea- 
son was  that  one  of  the  bills  then,  ob- 
tained was  a  $20,  which  did  not  agree 
with  the  statement  of  the  accused  that 
he  was  paid  In  five  110  bills.  Mr.  Mac- 
donald had  refused  to  give  "Brocky" 
Phil  Robertson  money  in  Vancouver. 
That  was  admitted.  Why  had  he  agreed 
shortly  after  to  pay  Oosden?  Why  was 
it  necessary  for  Mr.  Macdonald  to  bring 
Oosden  to  Victoria  to  give  him  money? 
There  was  nothing  crooked  about  the 
payment  under  the  circumstances,  so 
why  the  clandestine  meeting  near  the 
post  office?  ..   i 

Mr.  Moresby  then  took  up  the  ques- 
tion of  time  He  pointed  out  that  it 
was  established,  through  the  evidence 
of  the  clerk  at  the  St  James  Hotel, 
that  Oosden- s  telephone  call  must  have 
been  sometime  before  7:46  o'clock.  Oos- 
den had  said  that  he  got  Mr.  Macdonald 
in  his  room.  At  that  hour  Mr.  Macdon- 
ald was  in  the  dining  room.  Oosden 
had  said  that  he  had  got  a  response 
almost  immediately.  Mr.  Macdonald 
would  have  taken  several  minutes  to 
walk  from  his  table  to  a  booth,  if  he 
did  not  telephone  from  the  dining  room. 
He  could  not  have  got  the  call,  affirmed 
counsel.  ( 

Oosden'a  motive.  It  was  suggested, 
was  to  do  some  Injury  to  Mr.  Mac- 
donald. If  his  story  was  correct,  Mr. 
Moresby  said,  Mr.  Macdonald,  a  law- 
yer of  some  standing  In  tbe  ^profession 
and  fully  vsrsed  In  the  law,  "was  the 
biggest  ass  and  tbe  most  stupid  Indi- 
vidual" he  could  imagine,  because  he 
must  have  known  the  consequences. 

It  waa  Oosden  alone  who  ewore  that 
the  »50  had  been  received.  Fraser,  who 
corroborated  the  meeting,  had  been  no- 
tified to  attend  before  the  seleet  com- 
mittee on  May  14,  wae  here  on  May  II 
and  bad  testified  on  May  II.  It  waa 
significant  that  Oosden  had  gone  before 
the  committee  on  the  evening  of  May 
II  and  given  hla  first  evidence  with 
regard  to  his  being  accompanied  by 
Fraser  to  tbe  Post  Office.  It  also  wae 
to  be  remembered  that  before  Oosden 
said  the  meeting  waa  oa  the  Poet  Of- 
fice corner  and  now  it  took  place  Just 
a  little  down  Courtenay  Street

Tbea  there  was  hla  meeting  to  Van- 
couver whan  he  stated  that  Mr.  Brew- 
ster, throe  days  before  the  last  trial. 
bad  offered  him  |l.eo«  to  leave  the 
country  and  get  away  from  the  trial. 
Could  it  be  credited  that  Mr.  Brewster 
who  had  recently  gone  through  two 
by-elections  aad  received  an  Intimation 
of  what  the  people  thought  of  him  and 
who  waa  approaching  another  election 
would  do  ouch  a  thing?  A  man  who 
would  swear  that  Mr.  Brewster  bad 
cone  to  him  and  said  "here,  take  11.000 
end  get  oat  Of  the  country'"  would 
•wear  ta  anything. 

If  It  waa  believed,  to  addition,  what 
the  evidence  osemed  to  show  that  Oos- 
den aad  bis  associates  bad  gone  fe 
Mr.  Joan  Pallerton  and  held  him  up 
on  tbo  threat  that  they  would  expose 
his  act  in  shooting  ben  pheasants.  It 
must  bo  conceded  tha,t  such  a  man 
would  be  capable  of  anything. 

By  tbe  toyman  it  might  be  wondered 
why  Messrs.  Brewster  aad  Pullerton 
bad  not  been  called  to  refute  those 
statements.  He  wanted  to  explain  that 
they  could  not  be  brought  Into  It  ac- 
cording to  the  rules  of  evidence.  The 
questions  which  had  brought  out  these 
assertions  bad  been  asked  to  test  the 
credibility  of  the  evidence.'  When  the 
answers  were  got  they  had  to  be  left 
at  that 

It  had  been  suggested  that  there  had 
been  Insinuations  against  Mrs.  Cuth- 
bertson.  Nothing  of  tbe  kind  wae  In- 
tended. Questions  that  had  been  asked 
were  designed  to  show  that  Praaor  and 
other  witaesses  called  by  the  defence 
were  bosom  friends  and  had  been  to- 
gether for  years. 

Counsel  dealt  with  the  different  wit- 
nesses for  the  defence.  What  was  said 
by  Mr.  Sllvene  might  all  be  true,  but 
there  was  nothing  to  show  that  the 
telephone  call  from  the  letter's  room 
had  been  for  Mr.  Macdonald.  Mr. 
Rooks  had  come  to  Victoria  on  business 
which  brought  him  in  touch  with  the 
politicians.  In  conversation  with 
Messrs.  Mackay  and  Miller  he  had  said 
It  ought  to  be  easy  to  gst  evidence. 
The  Plantas*  testimony.  It  was  argued, 
could  not  be  credited,  because  it  was 
admitted  that  there  hsd  been  an  effort 
on  their  part  to  make  their  testimony 
fit 

At  the  last  minute  the  witness  Bil- 
lings had  been  called.  He  had  received 
bis  subpoena  on  Monday.  Nothing 
waa  known  by  the  Crown  of  his  evi- 
dence, and  so  there  had  been  no  oppor- 
tunity to  obtain  information  aa  to  bis 
character.  But  he  admitted  leaving 
Cranbrook  under  a  cloud.  Messrs. 
Simpson  and  Harding  were  the  only 
ones,  apart  from  Mrs.  Billings,  who 
knew  of  his.  statement  that  he  had  seen 
Mr.  Maedonajd.  Why  had  ha  been  held 
back?  Waa  it  reasonable  to  believe 
hla  story  In  the  light  of  the  fact  that 
ho  was  in  the  newspaper  business  and 
so  must  be  expected  to  know  all  about 
the  investigation  and  the  first  trial? 
Judge's  Address 
Mr.  Justice  Gregory,  after  giving  the 
definition  of  perjury  in  law.  compli- 
mented counsel  for  the  defence  on  his 
able  address.  The  ground  had  been 
covered  well  and  effectively  by  him.  He 
impressed  on  the  Jurors  that  it  was 
their  recollection  of  the  evidence  and 
not  that  of  counsel  or  himself  which 
should  influence  them. 

Counsel  for  tbe  defence  had  sug- 
gested that  the  accused  had  no  motive 
in  making  the  statement  on  which  he 
was  charged  with  perjury  and  that  Mr. 
Macdonald  had  every  reason  to  wish 
to  secure  a  conviction.  Crown  Coun- 
sel had  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Macdon- 
ald must  have  known  that  there  was 
nothing  wrong  in  paying  Gosden  money 
for  legitimate  work  done  during  the 
election  cajnpalgn.  As  there  was  con- 
siderable political  feeling  before  and 
after  the  Vancouver  election  and  as 
Oosden  had  not  received  what  wages 
be  believed  were  due,  It  was  possible 
that  he  had  conceived  the  idea  to  ob- 
tain revenge  on  Mr.  Macdonald.  With 
reference  to  the  statement  made  with 
regard  to  Mr.  Brewster  the  statement 
made  by  Mr.  Moresby  that  he  could  not 
be  called  to  refute  it  was  repeated. 
Mr.  Fullerton  was  to  the  same  posi- 
tion. 

Mr.  Macdonald's  evidence  was  negative 
because  it  could  not  be  otherwise.  The 
evidence  was  that  he  had  married  Mrs. 
Macdonald  in  January  last.  It  was  for 
the  Jury  to  consider  whether  he  would 
be  likely  to  bring  a  charge  and  give 
testimony,  directly  corroborated  by  ber 
alone,  unless  convinced  that  his  cause 
was  right  and  Just  There  were  dis- 
crepancies between  the  stories  of  Mr. 
andHfrs.  Macdonald,  as  well  as  In  those 
of  thq  witnesses  for  the  defence,  but  It 
waa  tbe  duty  of  the  Jury  to  view  these 
as  would   reasonable   men. 

If  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Macdonald's  testi- 
mony was  correct  the  former  could  not 
have  met  Oosden  at  the  post  office  at  I 
o'clock.  They  were  walking  at  that 
time.  Mr.  Macdonald  said  that  he  had 
borrowed  160  at  the  Empress  Hotel  on 
Tuesday  afternoon.  That  being  so  what 
need  had  he  to  borrow  more  at  the  Par- 
liament buildings  in  the  evening?

than  ha  will  of  taa  work  IS  or  ll 
honra  a  day.  Thta  lattor  waa  ny  a- 
perlence  In  the  preparations  of  Mao- 
betk.  The  procoaa  of  photography 
tafcaa  place  partly  In  tba  atiidlo  by 
artlflclal  ll»ht  (tba  rays  of  which  are 
somewhat  trying  to  tba  eyes),  partly 
In  tba  open  air  of  the  atudlo,  and 
partly  In  "locations"— that  la  to  aay. 
In  country  ecenea 

Wbaa  Sola*  on  'location"  (there  ob- 
tajna  la  California  a  oarlona  love  of 
Latin  worda)  the  entire  party  are 
driven  to  their  destination  In  motor- 
earn.  We  would  sometime*  start  for 
tba  mountain*  at  midnight,  and  pro- 
ceed to  a  country  Inn,  bo  dressed  by 
7  o'clock  to  catch  the  early  ana.  and 
rlda  forth  on  horseback,  all  caparisoned 
and  bewli-g-ed.  towards  tba  •location" 
Of  the  "Blasted  Heath"— there  to 
maat  taa  witches.  Tba  inhabitants 
of  California  are  so  accustomed  to 
fancy  dress  that  tka  approach  of 
Macbeth,  of  Banquo,  of  Macduff,  and 
their  retinues  caused  no  surprise,  for 
of  Los  Angeles  It  may  be  said  that 
all  tka  world' s  a  stage  and  all  tba 
man  and   woman   merely   "movies." 

Tha  mimic  coronation  of  Macbeth 
at  Scone  took  plana  about  40  mile* 
from  Loa  Angeles  at  a  place  called 
Chatawarth.  Thither  tka  actora  and 
hundreds  of  supernumeraries,  together 
with  tha  "properties"  of  taa  occasion, 
wore  conveyed  In  motor  cars  and 
motor-omnibuses.  This  scene  waa 
taken  In  brilliant  sunlight,  wbtla 
tha  arrival  at  tka  King's  camp  of 
Macbeth  and  Banquo  after  tba  vic- 
torious battle  waa  photographed  at  2 
In  tka  morning,  tba  scene  being  lighted 
by  huge  electric  lights.  Through  tha 
ranka  Of  tba  cheering  soldiers  sur- 
rounding their  camp  fires,  and  through 
the  flaring  lights  projected  on  their 
facaa,  Macbeth  and  Banquo  galloped 
With  the  nawa  of  victory.  This  noc- 
turnal scene  was  deeply  Impressive. 
The  interior  of  the  Witches'  Cavern 
waa  enacted  in  a  scene  built  in  tba 
atudlo.  One  acane  waa  photographed 
no  less  than  a  dozen  times;  thla  ordeal 
waa  a  somewhat  trying  one  In  tha 
watches  of  the  night. 

Acting  fa*  the  Soman 
Acting  to  tba  lens  requires  a  peculiar 
temperament,  and  demands  much  mora 
"natural"  method  than  that  of  th* 
stage:  the  great  requisite  In  tba  actor 
la  tha  power  of  momentary  aelf* 
excitation.  A  mere  resort  to  tba 
tehnlque  of'  tba  theatre  would  not  re- 
gister satisfactorily  on  tha  fllm — a  re- 
lentless detective.  To  the  new-comer 
It  la  somewhat  disconcerting  to  act 
a  scene  of  carousal  Immediately  after 
your  death- scene.  In  tba  groat  studios 
one  wUl  often  aea  as  many  aa  tan. 
different  plays  proceeding  on  adjacent 
atacea,  a  farce  been  acted  in  cloaa 
proximity  to  a  acane  of  tragedy.  A 
quick  and  versatile  temperament  in 
the  actor  la  required  for  the  Work  of 
the  "screen.'  and,  although  I  had  little 
difficulty  in  acclimatising  myaelf  to  the 
new  conditions,  I  confess  X  have  not 
outlived  my  preference  for  the  apokan 
drama.  It  ,s  only  by  tba  axarclaa  of 
one's  Imagination  in  visualising  the 
perspective  of  vast  crowds  of  specta- 
tors that  one  can  maintain  tha  pitch 
of  excitement  necessary  for  the  flno 
frenzy  of  the  scene.  The  aeta  for 
Macbeth  were  all  built;  the  scene 
of  the  King's  Caatta  In  tba  last  act. 
solidly  constructed  In  a  "location"  out* 
aide  Hollywood,  was  fully  equipped  with 
a  moat  filled  with  water,  a  draw* 
bridge,  and  battlements,  aver  which 
tba  attacking  army  clambered,  atones 
bean  hulled  anO  boiling  pitch  being 
poured  on  them. 

All  the  leading  actors  of  America 
have  been  "Immortalised"  tn  tha 
pictures;  and  at  thla  moment  Mr.  S. 
H.  Bothern.  who,  after  an  honorable 
career,  baa  lately  retired  from  th* 
regular  stage  with  an  enviable  for- 
tune, and  will  shortly  make  hla  per- 
manent borne  in  England,  la  acting  to 
the-  "screen."  Among  those  whom  I 
met  in  California  waa  tba  renowned 
"Charlie  Chaplin."  Contrary  to  ax. 
pectatlone,  I  found  him  to  bo  a  young 
man  of  a  serious  and  sensitive  dis- 
position, who  baa  artistic  ambitions 
of  a  kind  not  suggested  by  km  public 
records,  and  who  In  private  Ufa  la 
thoughtful  aa  well*  a*  versatile  and 
entertaining.

It  discusses  th*  prepara- 
tion* for 'tho  Somme  battle,  th*  cen- 
tralised leadership  of  th*  Alliee,  th* 
mon  who  get  tho  •run*  and  ab*lla,  and 
tho  '  nan  Lord  Northollffo  "and  ht» 
powerful  proa***  played.  Proceeding; 
from  tho  theory  that .  tho  offensive  on 
tho  Somme  has  boon  checked  and  th* 
Roumanian  peril  In  th*  aouth-eaat 
warded  off,  tho  military  correspondent 
of  "Aunt  Voss,"  Captain  von  Halzmann. 
doelaroa  that  Oermans  are  not  entitled 
to  conalder  that  they  are  aafely  past 
the  danger  line  (uber  den  Berg). 

A*  affording  on  insight  into  what 
Oormans  are  lad  to  believe  I*  the  pres- 
ont  military  position — Captain  von 
Sejamann.  lift*  other  military  corres- 
pondents writ**  directly  undor  General 
Staff  "inapt  ration"— the  article  lo 
worthy  of  exhaustive  quotation.

But 
terrible  as  tho  dally  bulletins  Issued  by 
the  Allies  may  seam,  wo  must  not  al- 
low their  .operations  to  deceive  us.  The 
A II lee  have  only  succeeded  In  securing 
the  initiative  on  a  fragmentary  portion 
of  the  front.  What  wo  are  at  present 
undergoing  -Is  undoubtedly  the  sentth 
of  the  whole  campaign  sine*  August  I, 
l»H.  .It  Is  'the  preparation  for  a  de- 
cision, which  we  desire  just  as  much 
as '  the  AH les,.  and  the  result  of  which 
we  contemplate  with  confidence.

"Important  as  .  the  theatre  of  opera- 
tions may  .appear.  In  which  at  tho  mo- 
ment events  .of  Importance  are  taking 
place  (Roumania),  tho  decision  will 
fall  on  tho  western  front.  The  battle 
of  the  Somme  in  ita  preliminary.  On 
tbla  point  wo  are  left  In  no  doubt  from 
th*  fact  that  our  enemies  are  deter-

If  ft  sometimes 
halts  the  backward  movement  sets  In 
automatically.

"The  position  in  Transylvania  and 
Roumania  la  constantly  Improving  for 
us.

How  Serbs  Made  Their  Re- 
entry Into  Serbia — Passage 
Forced  at  Height  of  8,000 
Feet — Heavy  Bulgar  Losses,

Thia  lonely,  barren  peak  of  Kajmak- 
calan. from  whose  8,000  feet  you  look 
down  upon  both  Serbia  and  Greece  as 
on  a  piaster  contour  map,  looks  today 
like  a  museum  of  battle.  It  is  deserted 
by  all  but  the  dead.  And  they,  almost 
entirely  Bulgarians,  lie  aa  they  fell, 
their  arms  in  their  hands  and  the 
fragmenta  of  trench  mortar  shells  that 
killed  them  atlcklng  out  of  the  earth 
around. 

Well  may  the  Serbians,  who  know 
something;  about  fierce  fighting,  say  that 
the  desperate  atruggles  on  Kajmakcalan 
were  the  fiercest  of  the  whole  war. 
Confirmation  of  that  la  written  In  the 
grim  detail  on  every  side.  The  feat 
of  the  Serbian  Army  in  carrying  a 
position  so  naturally  strong  la  beyond 
realisation  until  you  have  aeen  the 
ground.  Kajmakcalan  Is  a  king  among 
Balkan  mountains,  thrusting  up  ita  head 
above  a  ring  of  aatelllte  peaks.  To  ap- 
proach It  you  twist  up  a  slgsag  road 
that  haa  had  to  be  made  with  Infinite 
labor  out  of  a  mere  donkey  track.  Ita 
gradients  are  appalling  and  ita  corners 
almost    impossible. 

You  look  down  on  Lake  Oatrovo,  from 
which  you  'started,  aa  If  you  were  on  a 
celestial  balcony.  Yet  in  places  which 
in  normal  times  are  vtalted  only  by 
eagles  you  come  suddenly  upon  a  motor- 
van  of  the  British  transport  service, 
which  by  means  of  skilful  driving  and 
much  puahlng  from  Serbian  road  gangs 
haa  brought  up  food  or  ammunition  for 
the  Serbian*.  Even  more  surprising 
still  Is  it  to  meet  the  van  of  the  Scot- 
tish Women'a  Hospital,  driven  by  a 
sunburnt  girl,  and  bringing  a  carload 
ot  Serbian  wounded  down  thia  really 
alarming  road. 

Horses  take  you  on  to  the  summit. 
Right  on  top  of  the  rocky  crest  the 
Serbian  frontier  stone  stands,  within 
ten  yards  of  the  edge  of  a  sheer  preci- 
pice. It  looks  far  across  New  Serbia. 
such  a  view  of  mountain  and  forest 
and  atream  aa  only  a  painter  could  re- 
cord. The  Cerna  River,  away  on  the 
left,  shines  In  a  silver  loop.  There  ta 
Monastlr  with  her  back  to  the  moun- 
tains. White  smoke  in  the  plain  shows 
where  the  French  and  Serbiana  are 
bombarding  the  Bulgarian  trench  line 
at  Kenall.  And  right  in  front  of  you. 
where  one  solitary  peak  towers  beyond 
the  others  and  look*  out  from  above  the 
lower  clouds,  there  la  Babuna,  another 
natural  stronghold,  the  Kajmakcalan  of 
Central  Macedonia.

There  were  faces  that  were  brutal, 
othera  with  no  expreaaion  but  the  sto- 
lidity of  the  peasant,  a  few  in  which  a 
certain  refinement  persisted  even  after 
death.  On  none  of  these  dead  men  was 
there  any  look  of  horror  or  fear  or 
suffering.  Thep  aleep  dispassionately 
and  calmly,  aa  though  finding  In  deep 
slumber  the  rest  they  so  often  longed 
for  in  vain  amid  the  sufferinga  of  war. 

Serbian  burial  parties  are  at  work  all 
over  Kajmakcalan.  They  naturally 
take  the  bodies  of  their  dead  comrades 
first.  Neatly  fenced  in  little  cemeteries 
will  mark  for  a  year  or  two  where  the 
Serbians  fell  fighting  on  the  very 
threshold  of  Serbia,  until  Winter  atorma 
and  the  snows  of  Kajmakcalan  wipe 
out  those  tracea  of  the  invasion  of  her 
aolitude. 

Already  hundreds  of  Bulgariana  have 
been  burled,  but  the  number  and  dense 
grouping  of  those  who  still  remain  to- 
gether, with  the  quantities  of  Bulgar- 
rlan  ammunition,  rifles,  and  bomba  that 
He  about,  show  with  what  suddennesa 
thoae  last  three  Serbian  bayonet 
charges  in  the  darkness  hurled  ths 
final  defenders  of  Kajmakcalan  off  the 
crest  and  down  the  ateep  slopes  to  the

O.  Henry,  or  aa 
he  waa  than  exiled,  William  Sydney  Por- 
ter, became  paying;  and  receiving  tailor 
of  tho  First  National  Baak  of  Auatln, 
Texas.  H*  had  written  anecdote*  and 
Joke*  for  tho  paper*,  but  waa  not  at 
that  tlDi*  known  aa  an  author.  It  ap- 
pear* that  the  bank  waa  carelessly 
managed,  Tho  patron*  ua*d  to  enter. 
go  behind  the  counter,  tako  f  100  or  |S00 
and  any  a  week  later,  "Porter,  I  took 
out  $200  iaat  week.  So*  U  I  loft  a 
memorandum  of  It-  I  meant  to."  Tho 
affair*  of  tho  bank  were  managed  eo 
loosely  that  Portefa  prodooaaaor  waa 
driven  to  retirement  and  hi*  aucceaaor 
to  attempted  suicide. 

According  to  tho  record.  O.  Henry  re- 
signed from  the  bank  in  .December,  1894 
—which  is  nearly  a  year  before  th*  date 
of  tha  third  of  th*  misappropriation* 
with  which*  bo  Waa  charged.  Leaving 
Auatln,  he  wont  flrat  to  San  Antonio, 
whore  he  edited  a  humorous  weekly, 
which.,  waa  called  The  Rolling  stone, 
and  later-  to  Ho  u* ton,  Texan,  where  he 
joined  the  staff  of  The  Dally  Poet,  con* 
ducting  a  column  of  verses  and  para- 
graph*. 

When  be  left  Houston,  never  to  re- 
turn, be  left  beoauao  he  had  been  sum- 
moned to  so  Immediately  to  Auatln  and 
•tend  trial  for  alleged  embezzlement  of 
fund*  from  the  Flrat  National  Bank  of 
that  city.  Hie  biographers  believe  that 
had  he  gone  to  Auatln  ho  would  have 
been  acquitted.  He  protested  his  Inno- 
cence to  the  end,  and  many  or  his  fel- 
low townsmen  believed  him.  But'  he 
did  not  go  to  Austin.  When  hia  train 
reached  Hempstead,  about  a  third  of  the 
way  'to  Auatln.  O.  Henry  left  It  and 
took  the  laat  train  to  New  Orleans. 

After  a  brief  atay  in  New  Orleans,  he 
took  a  fruit  steamer  for  the  Honduras 
coast,  arriving  at  Puerto  Cortes  or 
Crtv*  or  Trujillo.  On  the  wharf  at 
Trnjttlo  h*  met  another  fugitive  from 
the  law.  Al  J*nning*.  now  a  prominent 
cittern  in  public  affaire,  but  at  that 
time  e  fugitive  from  law,  whose  gang  of 
train  robber*  terrorized  the  Southwest. 

O.  Henry  joined  Al  Jenning*  and  hia 
brother,  and  with  them  circled  the  en- 
tiro  coast  of  South  America.  When  the 
money  gave  out,  tb*  Jennings  brothers 
decided  to  go  back  to  'Texas  and  rob  a 
Gorman  trading  store  and  a  bank,  and 
ested  O.  Henry  to  join  them,  bat  he 
*  refused.     ' 

In  list  O.  Henry  had  married  Mia* 
Athoj  K*te*.  and  ahe  was  now  living 
with  their  daughter  la  Austin.  He  cor-" 
responded  with  her  through  Mr,  Louie 
Kr*J**le,  and  In  February  of  189 7  he 
leaned  that  she  waa  dangerously  111 
At1  once  he  started  for  Austin,  deter- 
mined to  give  himself  up  and  take  what- 
ever punishment  the  court*  had  la  ator* 
for  him.  According  to  th*  trial  record. 
he  arrived  in  Auetln  on  February  a, 
lttr.  Hia  bondamm  were  not  mtiMit. 
but  tb*  amount  of  the  bond  wee 
doubled,  and  O.  Henry  went  free  until 
th*  next  mooting  of  the  Federal  Court.

found  th*  original  of  Jlmmie  Valentine, 
tho  hero  of  the  famous  story  "A  Re- 
trieve Reformation."  and  later  of  the 
play  "Alias  Jimmy  Valentine."  He  waa 
Jlmml*  Connors,  day  drug  dark  In  the 
prison  hospital  where  O.  Henry  worked 
as  night  drug  dark.  He  was  a  notor- 
ious safe-blower,  and  spent  hours  tell- 
ing O.  Hepry  of  his  experiences. 

O.  Henry  did  his  flrat  serious  literary 
work  in  the  penitentiary.  From  there 
be  eent  out  many  abort  stories  to  the 
magazines,  or  rather  to  a  friend  In  New 
Orleans,  who  forwarded  them  to  the 
editor*.  He  had  only  two  stories  re- 
jected while  he  waa  In  prison,  and  out 
of  the  ilrst  eight  stories  that  he  sent 
to  Atnallc'a  Magazine,  seven  were  im- 
mediately accepted. 

During  hia  Impriaonment  he  Jotted 
down  In  a  email  note-book  the  names  of 
hia  stories  and  of  the  magaslnes  to 
which  be  sent  them.  This  note-book  Is 
still  In  existence,  and  abowa  that  aome 
Of  hia  beat-known  stories  belong  to  that 
period.  They  are  "An  Afternoon  Mir- 
acle," "Money  Maze."  "No  Bxory,"  "A 
Fog  in  San  tone,"  "A  Black  Jack  Bar- 
gainer," "The  Enchanted  Kiss,"  "Hygeia 
at  the  Sollto."  "Rouge  ct  Nolr,"  "The 
Duplicity  of  Hargravea,"  and  "The 
Marionettes."  Professor  Smith,  of  the 
University  of  Virginia,  who  recently  lec- 
tured on  tbe  author's  life,  aaid  that  O. 
Henry  turned  a  stumbling-block  Into  a 
atopplng-atone,  that  It  waa  through  hia 
prison  experience  that  he  passed  from 
Journalism  to  literature. 

On  the  day  of  hi*  liberation  from 
prison,  July  24,  X801,  O.  Henry  went  to 
Pittsburg  to  live  with,  his  daughter  and 
hia  wife's  parents.  He  took  up  hie 
quarters  in  the  Iron  Front  Hotel,  which 
his  father-in-law  managed,  and  hence- 
forth he  cent  bla  stories  direct  to  the 
editors.  Instead  of  by  way  of  his  friend 
In  New  Orleans.  Three  stories  signed 
Sydney  Porter  appeared  In  Everybody's 
Magasine  In  18*2.  and  to  other  stories 
he  signed  the  name  Oliver  Henry,  S.  H. 
Peters,  James  L.  Bliss,  T.  B.  Dowd,  and 
Howard  Clark.  But  the  pen-name  O. 
Henry,  which  he  adopted  while  a  pris- 
oner In  Columbus,  he  kept  to  the  time 
of  hia  death,  and  It  is  by  this  name, 
assumed  within  the  walla  of  a  prison, 
that  he  1*  known  In  the  annals  of  the 
world's  literature.  A

Of  course  it  i* 
partly  a  matter  of  custom,  but  T  feel 
aure,  too,  that  like  moat  mat  tare  of 
oustotn  jit  la  founded  upon  a  real  differ- 
ence to  temperament  between,  tbe  sexes. 

Women,  Suffragette*  may  aay  what 
they,  please,  have  an  clement  In  their 
nature*  akin  to.  Ivy.  They  want  to 
ollng,  to  depend;  they  even,  want  in 
aome  way*  to  hamper'  and  alter  th* 
personalities  of  those  with  whom  thay 
liva.  Whether  thla  ivy  element  In  wo- 
man is  a  real  essential  part  of  her  the 
war  will,  prove,  for  woman  has  now  had 
to  stand  alone— and  for  the  first  time 
Itt  all  the  history  of  the  world. 

Thl*  may  sound- an,  over-statement. 
But  It  la  tact.  Individual  women  have 
b*4*'  Independent,  self-sufficing,  adven- 
turou*.  gallant,  businesslike,  filled  with, 
initiative.

•mall  a  minority  that  it  ha*  always 
been  possible  to  label  them  "odd,"  "co- 
oentric,"  or  "unwomanly!"

"digging*"  are  handiest  for  their  work. 
Women  who  had  never  had  a  cheque- 
book of  their  own — there  were  many 
such — have  had  to  take  command  of 
their  husbands'  buaineea,  control  large 
estates,  decide  upon  Intricate  financial 
questions.  And  Innumerable  women 
whose  Uvea  bad  been  bound  in  tbe  very 
narrow  circle  of  so-called  "domestic 
service"  have  developed  a  ready  wit 
a  resourcefulness,  a  quality  of  initia- 
tive, and  an  amaslng  power  for  steady, 
accurate  work  that  has  earned  them  un- 
stinted prate*  from  ovary  variety  of 
employer. 

Suoh  success  goes  far  to  prove  that 
woman  can  stand  alone  and  take  her 
own  part  In  the  world's  work.  Tea, 
tt  does  prove  that  But  It  doea  not 
show  that  the  Ivy  element  In  her  na- 
ture was  a  mere  myth,  a  characteristic 
induced,  aa   It   were,   by   custom. 

For  you  will  find  by  the  exercise  of 
S  little  observation  that  practically 
•vwr  form  of  war  work  he*  brought 
women  together.  Into  closer  touch  with 
each  other.  Into  greater  dependence  on 
each  other's  companionship  than  haa 
ever  been  the  case  before.  They  may 
have  been  uprooted  from  their  family 
life,  bat  they  have  been  replanted  Into 
a  community  life,  In  twos  and  three* 
and  far  larger  numbers  they  are  set- 
ting up  house  wherever  the  work  they 
do  together  demands  It. 

Loneliness  haa  been  leasened  rather 
than  lncreaaed  by  the  war  for  moat 
women. 

Instead  of  the  somewhat  Isolated  life 
Of  tbe  usual  British  family,  the  war-. 
worker  ha*  for  companionship  other 
young  women  sharing  vivid  mutual  In- 
terests. With  the  exception  of  those— 
alaa-  a  large  and  growing  number— who 
are  grimly  trying  to  work  down  aom* 
tragedy  of  lose,  xeoat  of  the  women 
who  are  either  working  for  the  flrat  time 
Or  el**  tackling  new.  more  Interesting 
work  agree  In  saying  that  they  are 
"happier  than  they  have  ever  bean  be- 
fore." 

Thl*  verdict  1*  general  and  conclu- 
sive. 

It  la  due.  I  believe,,  at  once  to  the  cor- 
rection and  satisfaction  of  what  I  call 
the  Ivy  instinct.  Women  do  still  want 
someone  to  cling  to  and  depend  on  tn 
their  home  live*,  bat  they  are  now  com- 
pelled to  make  their  "home*"  with 
strangers  and  In  strange  places.  Hence 
they  are  learning  that  yon  cannot  "ham- 
per" people  end  "alter  their  personal- 
ities" excepting  in  ao  far  aa  yea  will 
allow  them  to  do  the  eame  to  you-  In 
other  words,  they  are  learning  to  give 
and  take,  for  the  simple  reason  that 
they  so  dislike  living  alone  that  they  are 
ready  to  make  quit*  large  aacrlflee* 
Of  personality  far  th*  aah*  of  compan- 
ionship.

"The  Queen  will  see  you  between  ten 
and  eleven,"  wrote  the  La,dy-ln- Wait- 
ing, "at  the  Palace  Hospital."  Only 
tbe  day  before  thla  the  Palace  Hospital 
had  been  opened.  All  tho  ground  floor, 
where  the  state  rooms  are,  had  been 
turned  into  wards  for  the  wounded. 
Into  bathroom*,  bandaging  rooms,  oper- 
ating room*.  Under  tbe  entrance  arch- 
way they  were  carrying  In  wounded  on 
atretcHers  when.  I  arrived. 

In  the  hall  of  tbe  palace  was  a  work- 
ing party,  stitching  hard  at  bed-shirts, 
dreaslng-gowns,  and  so  on.

"Here"  was  a  long  table  in  the  hall, 
littered  with  needlework,  books  for  th* 
soldiers,  packets  of  cigarettes.  The 
Queen  drew  a  chair  up  to  It  The 
Lady-ln-Walting  retired.  "81t  down, 
please,"  aald  the  Queen.  "You  must 
excuse  our  being  In  rather  a  muddle' 
fou  see,  we  ha,ve  only  Just  started 
worn." 

There  waa  nothing  to  distinguish  her 
from  the  other  nurses,  except  that 
across  her  forehead  ahe  wore  an  ermine 
bandeau  lnatead  Of  linen.  Tot,  without 
that  even,  I  should  have  recognized  her 
at  once,  for  her  portrait  Is  to  be  seen 
In  almost  every  house.  It  la  custom- 
ary to  any  of  queen*  that  they  are 
beautiful.  But  tho  beauty  of  the  Prin- 
ce** Marie  of  Edinburgh,  niece  of  King

The  took  to  bopoloao;  lt»  dimen- 
sions have  become  too  monstrous;  its 
sameness  Is  a*  wearying  a*  "*  twlco 
told  Ulo  vexing  tbo  dull  ear  of  a  drowsy 
roan."  and  Its  manifold  horrors  will  not 
boar  daily  reiteration.  There  are  really 
three  battlaflotds.  subdivided  Into  in- 
numorable  smaller  ones,  and  throo  ne- 
tlons  are  engaged  In  killing  one  an- 
other night  and  day  on  each  of  tho 
main  battlefields  and  In  oaoh  subdivis- 
ion. Tho  threo  ars:  Tho  battlo  tbo 
French  are  fighting  south  of  tho  Somroe; 
tho  second  the  one  they  are  engaged  In 
north  of  the  Somme;  and  the  third  Is 
the  colossal  hammering  by  the  British 
north  of  the  French.  Day  by  day 
ground  la  gained  by  the  Allies,  and  the 
Huns  are  slowly  pushed  back.  It  is 
impossible  to  see  or  to  describe  what 
happens  on  the  subdivisions  of  this 
great  battle.  Tho  whole  extent  of  the 
front  Is  swept  by  two  vast  seml-clrolee 
of  artillery  llrs.  You  cannot  lose  your 
way  to  this  international  holocaust,  for 
you  are  guided  by  "a  cloud  of  smoke  by 
day  and  a  pillar  of  are  by  night."  Mtlss 
from  the  front  the  air  vibrates,  whilst 
the  rumbling  and  thr  roaring  never 
cease.  Some  mighty  storm  seems  to  be 
breaking  on  an  Iron  coast.  At  night  the 
horlson  glows  like  Titan's  forge  stoked 
by  his  entire  family,  while  the  ■»•«• 
which  fly  from  his  hammer  blows  make 
the  moot  awe-inspiring  display  of  pyro- 
technics the  world  has  ever  seen. 
Malting  Fot  Of  War. 
gome  four  million  men  of  three  Chris- 
tian  nations  havs  been  thrown  into  this 
huge  melting  pot  out  of  which  is  to 
emerge  a  brighter  future  and  a  perman- 
ent peecs.

One  of  the  most  deplorable  features 
of  the  war  Is  the  prostitution  of  so 
much  genius  on  what  Is  only  »»W 
ary  emergency.

V  heve  seen  all  three  of  the  nations 
who  are  fighting  on  the  Bomme.  How 
rach  appears  to  have  changed  In  the 
la  it- two  years-  .  The  arrogance  and  bru- 
te lity  of  tjie  Hone  have  changed  into  an 
at  iftude  of  cowed  surprise.  The  British 
tr  >6ps  strike  you  as  being  much  fresher 
than  all  others;  the  Hght-heartedness 
of  tho  early  days  has  passed;  confidence 
and  seriousness  have  come  with  knowl- 
edge. How  much  we  owe  to -the  stu- 
pidity of  the  sinkers  of  the  Lusltanla. 
and  to  the  murderers  of  Nurse  Cavell 
and  Captain  Fryattl  But  the  French, 
who  would  know  them  nowt  All  our 
preconceived  Ideas  of  the  French  nation 
have  vanished.  Probably  the  English 
estimate  of  the  French  soldier  and  of 
tho  French  character  has  always  been 
hopelessly  wrong,  but  In  any  case*  it 
has  been  almost  universally  accepted 
for  two  centuries.  No  one  ever  doubted 
the  supreme  bravery  of  the  French 
troops.  They  were  known  to  be,  above 
ail.  dashing  In  attack.  On  the  other 
hand,  they  were  always  thought  to  be 
liable  to  sudden  waves  of  either  elation 
or  depression,  and  not  seen  at  their  best 
in  a  long-drawn-out  struggle.  This  is 
all  wrong.  The  attitude  of  the  French 
today  Is  one  of  stoical  determination, 
almost  -amounting  to  an  Oriental  fatal- 
ism. The  whole  nation  has  suffered 
so  much  during  the  last  two  years  that 
now  nothing  matters  to  any  individual 
except  the  certainty  of  .final  and  decisive 
victory. 

I  am  being  given  every  facility  for 
seeing  all  it  is  possible  to  see  in  mod- 
ern warfare,  and  I  should  like  to  at- 
tempt to  describe  the  life  of  the  French 
eotdler'  In  the  front  trenchee  during 
those  days  which  Immerlately  preceded 
an  assault  on  oae  of  the  enemy" s  posi- 
tions.

ed. I  speak  to  one  of  them.  He  lights 
a  cigarette,  takes  a  onmsrshonstvs  sur- 
vey of  the  mine  around  him,  and  re- 
plies: "For  the  peat  two  yeare  I  have 
hewn  burying  the  younger  generations. 
This  is  a  nice  Job  for  the  father  of  a 
family  of  say  age.  There  la  enough

trenchee.  for  this  section  was  the  scene 
of  a  great  French  triumph  is  the  early 
days  of  July.  A  heavy  artillery  pre- 
paration la  taking  place,  and  the 
Y*  positions  In  our  front  are  a 
of  black  and  white  smoke.  Bis 
guns  are  also  very  active;  in  fact,  there 
la  what  the  official  communique  will 
call  in  the  evening,  "general  reciprocal 
artllery  activity  on  both  sides  of  the 
Bomme."

The  ground  was  In  the  pos- 
session of  the  Germans  for  some  two 
years,  and  they  have  been  very  thor- 
ough. The  ruined  villages  have  been 
turned  into  pavements,  and  we  walk 
over  nice  red  bricks— a  pleasing  change 
ofter  the  thick  mud  above.  A  short 
distance  on  there  is  a  hole  In  the  side 
of  the  trench,  and  over  this  to  printed, 
still  in  German,  "Commander  of  the 
Fighting  Line"  Then  you  notice  a 
long  flight  of  steps  leading  somewhere 
down  Into  the  bowels  of  the  earth.  The 
passage  to  blocked  by  a  blue  figure,  and 
up  pops  a  General  of  Division,  like  a 
rabbit  from  its  lair.

The  "boyau"  is  now  a  sea,  a 
muddy  drain,  ae  the  bricks  have  been 
discontinued.  Our  guide  therefore 
leads  <us  outside,  and  ws  cross  the  open 
ground  between  two  barrages  of  shell 
Are  to  the  right  and  left,  which  leave 
this  island  between  them  undisturbed. 
But  the  appalling  noise  of  the  constant 
explosions  of  heavy  shells  makes  one 
regret  that  "boyau,"  and  you  begin  to 
think  that  thick  mud  is  not  so  bad  to 
walk  in  after  all.  The  malloloua  Hun 
soon  drives  us  Inside  again,  for  ho  sud- 
denly changee  his  target  ajid  drops  an 
81n.  high  explosive  within  a  few  yards 
We  disappear  like  soared  rabbits.  Now 
i  are  in  for  a  very  rough  passage.

You  are  frequently  smothered  with 
earth,  and  the  splinters  fall  all  around. 
It  to  then  that  you  realise  what  a 
comfort  these  new  steel  helmets  are. 
Your  head  feels  much  safer  than  it 
used  to  be  iir  the  early  davs  of  the 
war.  For  fully  a  mil©  we  walk  along 
this  zig-zag  passage  under  a  terrific 
bombardment. 

As  we  near  the  front  line  the  trench 
becomes  ^rvey  battered.  Soldiers  are 
busy  with  spades  rebuilding  It  as  it 
crumbles  away  under  the  enemy's  fir*. 
There  are  many  freshly-made  crosses 
sucking  up   in    the  sides.

Suddenly,  from  another 
hole,  a  queer  figure  emerges.  He  is  a 
short  man  with  a  beard,  veiy  sturdily 
made,  and  bearing  a  very  cheerful 
mien.  He  doea  not  resemble  either  the 
mail-clad  heroes  of  antiquity  or  tbo 
beblaxened  warriors  of  a  hundred  years 
ago.  in  fact,  he  to  an  unmtlltary- 
looklng  individual.  But  he  to  a  hero. 
Just  as  good  as  the  Cld  or  Murat,  and 
up  against  a  far  stirrer  proposition  than 
they  ever  had  to  face  He  is  the  oom. 
mandant  of  the.  battalion,  and  has  had 
two  years  of  Incessant  war  without  a 
«aye  leave  He  wears  a  Pair  of  cor- 
duroy breeches,  such  as  any  ploughman 
wears  in  East  Angiia.  Round  his  legs 
are  blue  puttees.  His  coat  is  old  and 
battered,  and  looks  Is  If  it  had  been 
especially  turned  out  by  the  "camou- 
flage" corpe.  On  his  head.  In  lieu  of 
the  blue  casque,  is  an  old  black  Scotch 
tam-o'-shanter.  He  is  followed  by  a 
black  retriever.-  Now,  this  dog  to  a 
mystery.  Hie  master  to  the  embodi- 
ment of  cheerfulness  and  confidence, 
and  his  men  share  his  .spirit.  They 
only  think  end  talk  of  victory,  but  the 
dog  looks  the  picture  of  misery  and 
sullen  hatred  as  he  slinks  after  his 
master  round  the  battered  trenchee 
under  an  Incessant  rein  of  shells,  bal- 
lets, and  grenades.  He  does  not  seem 
to  enjoy  life  at  all.  Finally  the  com- 
mandant explains  the  mystery.  "Cot 
pauvre  chlen."  he  begins,  'loved  war  up 
to  a  few  nays  ago.  Then,  unfortun- 
ately, he  swallowed  several  mouthfulls 
of  the  Huns'  gas.

The  following  are  the  chief  passages 
from  a  long,  rousing  manifesto  to  Aus- 
tralian soldiers  by  Mr.  W.  M.  Hughes, 
Prime  Minister  of   the   Commonwealth: 

After  more  than  two  years  of  herVu 
effort,  the  tide  of  battle,  which  so  long 
ran  suongly  with  the  enemy,  who  had 
been  prepared  for  end  deliberately  pro- 
voked war,  turns  slowly  but  eureW  in 
our  favor. 

The  worid  yearns  for  peaie,  but  any 
peace  would  be  but  a  hollow  mock  »y 
unless  the  great  disturber  of  the 
world's  peace  were  first  beaten  to  her 
knees.  Until  Germany  Is  driven  head- 
long from  France  and  Belgium  and  de- 
cisively beaten  on  her  own  soil  she 
will  never  consent  to  the  peace  that 
the  Allies  want  and  are  determined  to 
have. 

In  order  to  ensure  decisive  victory 
the  Allies  have  decided  to  put  every 
available  man  into  tbo  field,  so  that 
their  armies  may  be  kept  at  full 
strength  and  every  man  in  the  trenches 
be  kept  fit  by  frequent  reliefs. 

When  you  know  all  this  you  know 
also  Chat  the  path  of  victory  lies 
stretched  in  front  of  you.  Tou  know 
it  to  on  the  western  front  that  the 
crushing  blow  must  be  delivered.  Tou 
know  that  more  men  are  needed,  and 
the  British  Empire  must  supply  them. 
This  to  Our  War  soldiers!

In  that  honest  word  is  the  secret  of 
the  worth  of  this  doctor's  book,  "Red 
Cross  snd  Iron  Cross"  in  which  the 
horror  of  war  and  also  the  sublime 
human  qualities  which  war  an 
are  displayed  so  convincingly.

Don't 
read  any  Pater  Nostors  for  me,  you, 
sister,  for  I  raped  one  of  the  nuns  of 
the  nacre  Coeur,  whose  prayers  did  not 
help  her  more  than  your  prayers  can 
help  me." 

There  to  truth,  too,  in  the  picture  of 
the  dead  German  major  with  the  rtous 
sardonicus  on  hto  face— the  horrid 
death-grin  of  look-Jaw.  Me  was  of  the 
men  who  had  helped  to  light  the  fires 
of  Louvaln  and  Aerschot,  and  who 
dipped  his  hands  In  the  blood  of  the 
women  of  Dinant.

Once  Owned  by  R.  L.  Steven- 
son, Writer  of  Romance, 
Now  Humble  Carrier  of  Fish 
—Is  Stripped  of  Her  Glory. 


The  "Silver  Ship"  has  eoaaO  upon  evil 
days,  writes  The  London  Dally  News, 
in  a  recant  Issue.  Onoo  a  rich  man' a 
toy,  later  the  yacht  that  carried  Rob- 
ert Louis  Stevenson  to  his  lent  home 
at  Valllma  in  tho  South  Boas,  now, 
with  her  wings  clipped  and  an  Ill-smell. 
lug  gas  engine  doing  tae  work  her  sails 
once  did,  tae  schooner  Caeca  ia  em- 
ployed In  the  North  Pacific  Ocean. 
bringing  homo  cargoes  of  fish. 

The  flilvor  Ship,  the  picturesque 
nickname  given  the  schooner  by  the 
natives  of  Fakarave.  when  Stevenson 
■ailed  to  their  country,  served  some 
yeare  ago  as  the  private  yacht  of  a  Ban 
Francisco  millionaire,  according  to  The 
Kan saa  City  Times.  In  1488  Stevenson 
was  induced  by  fatting  health  to  try  a 
desperate  venture.  He  invested  all  of 
his  money.  HO.OOO,  in  the  charier  of 
the  Caeco  with  the  intention  of  spend- 
ing a  few  months  cruising  in  the  South 
Seaa  and  writing  a  book  of  travels. 
Tho  Journey  ended  when  the  author 
cboae  his  Bemoan  home  at  Valllma, 
whore  he  died  six  years  later. 


After  the  Steveneon  voyage  the  Caaco 
Joined  the  notorious  seal  poaching  fleet 
that  used  to  nail.  In  the  early  '90s,  out 
of  Victoria,  British  Columbia.  Her 
wonderful  speed  under  sail  many  times 
served  In  good  stead  at  this  hazardous 
game. 

When  pelagic  sealing  finally  ended 
by  Joint  treaty  between  Great  Britain, 
japan,  and  the  United  States,  tho  Caaco 


lay  idle  until  four  years  ago,  when  she 
was  bought  cheap,  te  be  turned  Into  a 
fisherman. 

The  high  topmasts  were  cut  down,  a 
gas  engine  wae  Installed,  nnd  only 
fragments  of  the  white  and  gold  panel- 
ing in  her  cabin  tell  of  the  days  of  her 
rlory.  ' 


Some  of  the  rr.pst  fascinating  bits  of 
Stevenson's  letters  Were  written  from 
aboard  this  yacht.  To  Charles  Baxter 
from  at  sea  near  the  Paurootus,  Sept. 
8,  1888,  the  author  wrote: 

"Last  night  aa  I  lay  under  my  blan- 
ket in  the  cockpit,  courting  sleep,  I  had 
a  comic  aelsure.  There  waa  nothing 
visible  but  the  southern  stars  and  the 
steersman,  out  by  the  binnacle  lamp; 
we  were  all  looking;  forward  to  a  moat 
deplorable  landfall  on  the  morrow, 
praying  God  we  would  fetch  a  tuft  of 
palms,  which  are  to  Indicate  the  Dan- 
gerous Archipelago;  the  night  waa  as 
warm  as  milk  and  all  of  a  sudden  I  had 
a  vision  of  Drummond  Street.  It  came 
on  me  like  a  flash  of  lightning;  I 
simply  returned  thither  and  into  the 
past.  And  when  I  remembered  all  I 
hoped  and  feared  as  I  pickled  abuot 
Rutherford's  in  the  rain  and  the  east 
wind;  how  I  feared  I  should  make  a 
mere  shipwreck  and  yet  timidly  hoped 
not;  how  I  feared  I  should  never  have 
a  friend,  far  lesa  a  wife,  and  yet  pas- 
sionately hoped  T  might;  how  r  hoped 
(If  I  did  not  take  to  drink)  I  should 
possibly  write  one  little  book,  etc.,  etc. 
And  then  now,  what  a  change!  I  felt 
somehow  as  If  I  should  like  the  inci- 
dent set  on  a  brass  plate  at  the  corner 
of  that  dreary  thoroughfare  for  all  stu- 
dents to  read,  poor  devils,  when  their 
hearts  are  down." 

Sow  Be  round  the  Uncivilised 

Of  the  country  he  saw,  and  the  child- 
like, friendly  natives  ne  met  Stevenson 
given  a  vivid  glimpse  in  a  letter  from 
Nukahiva,   to   Sidney   Colvln: 

"It  is  all  a  swindle;  I  chose  these 
islands  aa  having  the  most  beastly 
population,  and  they  are  far  better  and 
far  more  civilised  than  we.  I  know 
one  old  chief,  Ko-o-amua.  a  great  can- 
nibal in  his  day,  who  ate  his  enemies 
even  as  he  walked  home  from  killing 
'em,  and  he  Is  a  perfect  gentleman  and 
exceedingly  amiable  and  simple 
minded:    no  fool,  though! 

"The  climate  is  delightful  and  the 
harbor  where  we  He  one  of  the  love- 
liest  spots    Imaginable."

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BLOCKED  SHIP  ORDERS 

No  Act  Has  Been  Passed,  as 
Reported  Recently,  Pro- 
hibiting Building  of  Ves- 
sels in  Foreign  Ports. 


NEW  TORK,  Nov.  11.— The  official 
denial  of  a  report  received  here  last 
week -that  Norway  had  passed  a.  law 
which  forbid  the  placing  of  contracts 
for  new  tonnage  in  foreign  countries 
is  regarded  here  as  insuring  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  demand  for  Amerlcan- 
rraiit  steamers  for  some  time  to  come. 
The  Norwegians  have  recently  been  the 
heaviest  ordarars  of  new  vessels  here, 
hesitation  being  evidenced  on  the  part 
of  many  domestic  owners  in  contract- 
ing for  ships  which  will  not  be' deliv- 
ered the  earliest  until  well  into  Ilia. 
The  fact  that  Norwegians  will  be  per- 
mitted to  continue  purchasing;  ships 
here  Is  certain  to  mean  that  many  addi- 
tional contracts  for  Norwegian  account 
will  be  placed  here,  as  money  is  plenti- 
ful in  Norway  and  shipping  at  present 
offers  the  most  attractive-  Investment. 
IS   Aot    of    sTssssariy 

A  reason  for  the  large  Norwegian 
buying  In  this  country  is  found  in  the 
condition  of  the  Norwegian  shipbuild- 
ing industry,  which  according  to-  re- 
ports in  the  Chrlsttania  newspapers.  Is 
being  seriously  hampered  by  the  pro- 
hibition of  the  export  of  iron  and  steel 
from  Germany.  It  Is  true  that  a  few  of 
the  shipbuilding  yards  have  fairly  large 
stocks  ->f  German  products  In  hand,  but 
others  whioh  have  been  dependent  upon 
Uermany  for  their  supplies  of  raw  ma- 
terial are  already  beginning  to  feel  the 
pinch,  and  are  contemplating  the  pos- 
sibility of  closing  down  temporarily. 

This  is  all  the  more  deplorable  be- 
cause slnoe  the  war  the  Norwegian 
shipbuilding  Industry,  Indeed  bat  of 
Scandinavia  generally,  has  been  enjoy- 
ing unwonted  prosperity,  and  •practical- 
ly all  the  yards  have  aa  many  contractu 
for  new  tonnage  as  they  can  com- 
fortably deal  with.  Bo  much  Is  this 
the  case  that  some  builders  have  de- 
clined to  take  any  more  orders.  Nor- 
wegians hope  that  some  arrangement 
will  be  reached  by  which  Germany 
will  consent  to  a  parflal  removal  of 
the  prohibition  for  which  she  is  ex- 
pected to  require  some  compensation. 
Meanwhile  It  is  impossible  for  Norway 
to  supply  her  needs  in  the  way  of 
shipbuilding  material  from  the  Uatlted 
States  as  freights  are  so  high  that  the 
business  would   be   unprofitable. 

ARREST  SHIP'S  BARBER 

Seattle    Say.    Klguov    la    Smuggled    ta 

Proa*  Vancouver  and  la  Closely 

Watching  V.ss.ls 

Determined  to  bring  to  a  sudden  halt 
the  alleged  Illicit  liquor  traffic  between 
Vancouver.  B.  C,  and  Seattle,  Wash., 
now  declared  to  amount  to  many  thou- 
sands of  dollars  a  week,  by  the  most 
drastic  action  possible,  the  United 
States  Government  henceforth,  will 
charge  persons  caught  in  this  trade 
with  a  violation  of  the  smuggling  laws, 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  |6.080  or  a  two- 
year  term  In  the  penitentiary,  or  both. 

Signalling  the  beginning  of  this 
prosecution  a  complaint  has  been  filed 
against  Tom  Gilbert,  a  barber  on  the 
C.  P.  n.  steamer  Princess  Victoria. 
charging  him  with  smuggling  whisky 
Into  Seattle  from  Vancouver.  It  Is 
claimed  that  as  Gilbert  stepped  off  the 
boat  he  was  placed  under  arrest  and 
that  search  of  his  clothing  disclosed 
five  pints  of  Scotch  whisky.  He  was 
at  once  lodged  In  the  city  gaol  and  has 
bond  was  fixed  at  11.000. 

A  strict  watch  is  to  be  kept  for 
whisky  smuggles*.  It  is  claimed  that 
liquor  is  being  smuggled  Into  Seattle 
In  lots  ranging  from  plat  and  quart 
bottles  to  launch  loads  and  that  It  la 
going  Into  Seattle  both  by  train  and 
boat  In  wholesale  quantities.

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STEEL  SHIP  ORDERS 

Norwegian  -Representative  In- 
vestigates Local  Facilities 
—Initial  Order  Would  Be  for 
Six  Freighters, 


There  is  every  possibility  that  Vic- 
toria will  very  shortly  participate  let 
eome  of  the  great  steel  shipbuilding 
activity  Which  baa  been  under  way  for 
some  time  on  the  American  side  of  the 
Una,  and  In  connection  with  which 
Vancouver  has  already  secured  several 
substantial  orders  from  Norwegian  In- 
terests lately. 

Ia  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Govern- 
ments of  this  Province  and  of  the  Do- 
minion have  takes  every  possible 
means  of  encouraging  the  industry,  it 
will  onuae  .  general  satisfaction  among 
the  residents  of  this  city  to  know  that 
the  facilities  of  the  Island  for  ahlp- 
bu tiding  of  all  descriptions  are  hot  to 
overlooked. 

Mr.  O.  Meyer.  C.E.,  ef  Seattle,  baa 
been  lntervlewtngg  all  those  who  are 
prominent  in  the  shipbuilding  line  here. 
Ha  has  vlatted  the  plants  of  Tarrowa' 
Limited  at  Esquimau,  and  of  the  Cam- 
eron-Genoa Mills  Shipbuilders  Limited 
and  the  Victoria  Machinery  Depot  on 
tho  inner  harbor,  and  aaa  gathered  all 
the  data  available,  with  the  Idea  of 
placing  orders  for   large  steel .  vessels. 


Although  nothing  definite  has  yet 
been  decided  upon,  there  is  every  like- 
lihood of  orders  being  placed  with  one 
of  the  local  plants  for  the  building  of 
six  steel  ships,  each  of  an  approximate 
value  of  11,600,000  and  having  a  ton- 
age  of  from  8,880  to  18,008.  The  bene- 
fits accurlng  to  thia  port  through  the 
landing  of  theae  contracts  would  be 
simply  enormous,  aa  It  would  mean  the 
employment  of  many  hundreds  of  men 
if  and,  establish  a  monthly  cayroll  of 
thousands  of  dollar  A  It  would  also 
serve  to  develop  many  branches  of 
trade  kindred  to  the  steel  shipbuilding 
industry,  and  launch  thia  district  on  a 
new  and  great  era  of  prosperity  which 
would  be  sound  and   lasting. 

Keen  competition  may  be  looked  for 
among  the  local  plants  for  the  landing 
of  orders  for  the  Norwegian  interests 
which  Mr.  Meyer  represents.  The 
facilities  for  shipbuilding  here  are  ex- 
ceedingly good  and  if  orders  are 
placed  there  Is  no  reason  why  work  on 
the  vessels  could  not  be  etarted  al- 
most immediately.  .  Yarrows'  Limited 
are  already  fully  equipped  for  such 
work,  and  they  have  plenty  of  space 
for  shipbuilding  aa  their  total  area  Is 
something;  like  eight  acres,  with  a  good 
waterfrontage  at  which  there  la  a 
depth  of  30  feat  of  water  at  low  tide. 
This  firm  has  been  very  busily  engaged 
for  many  months  on  urgent  naval 
work,  but,  nevertheless,  the  plant  can 
always  handle  any  orders  for  ships 
that  may  be  placed  with  them.  Other 
plants  are  favorably  situated  and  are 
capable,  of  developing  their  facilities 
on  short  notice. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  re- 
lations between  Norway  and  Germany 
have  reached  a  critical  stage  through 
the  letter's  persistent  eubmarlne  cam- 
paign against  Norwegian  shipping 
which  might  result  hi  a  conflict  be- 
tween the  two  countries,  and  in  such 
an  event  It  would  be  necesaary  for 
Norway  to  keep  all  the  money  ahe  pos- 
sibly coulg  at  home  Instead  of  spend- 
ing it  abroad  for  the  building  of  ships, 
but  In  the  event  of  normal  conditions 
prevailing  and  Norway  remaining  neu- 
tral there  could  be  no  objection  to  the 
placing   of  contracts   abroad. 

Mr.  Meyer  is  at  the  Empress  Hotel 
and  may  return  to  Seattle  on  thia  af- 
ternoon's  boat.  '

PRINCE  RUPERT.  B.  C.  Nov.  11.— 
The  bonding  of  the  Dunsmulr  mineral 
holdings  on.  the  Hooatahl  River,  near 
Port  Essingtoa,  by  E.  Hlnman.  repre- 
senting New  Tork  Interests,  is  regarded 
here  with  a  good  deal  of  Interest,  for 
the  transaction  may  foreshadow  the 
construction  of  a  smelter  whloh  would 
be  of  vast  importance  to  the  business 
life  of  this  city. 

Mr.  ninman,  ever  since  early  last 
April,  baa  been  traveling  through 
Northern  British  Columbia  and  Alaska, 
Investigating  various  properties,  and  the 
Hocetahl  River  holdings  were  the  first 
to  be  bonded.  The  surface  ahowlngs  are 
said  to  be  superior  to  Gran  by  Bay,  and 
the  ore  body  is  believed  to  be  of  great 
scope.

The  Colonist  hss  been  requested  to 
print  the  following  statement  made  by 
the  Rev.  D.  J.  Fraser.  D.  D.,  who  hss 
been  elected  to  the  presidency  of  The 
Presbyterian  Church  Association,  on  the 
question  of  Church  Union.  It  originally 
appeared  in  The  Montreal  Star: 

"I  have  never,"  he  said,  "been  an  en- 
thualast  for  the  proposed  organlo  union 
as  an  ideal,  nor  have  I  been  convinced 
that  conditions  In  Canada  demand  It 
aa  an  expedient.  I  have  always  been  a 
champion  of  a  broad  statesmanlike 
policy  of  co-operation  which  will  try 
to  avoid  unnecessary  overlapping  of  re- 
ligious forces,  and  put  to  shame  all  un- 
seemly sectarian  rivalries.  However.  I 
had  auch  high  regard  for  the  character 
and  wisdom  of  many  of  the  advocates 
of  organic  union  that  I  was  willing  not 
to  press  my  strong  personal  preference. 
If  the  Presbyterian  Church  declared  in 
fsvor  of  the  scheme  with  sny  degree  of 
unanimity.  The  votes  taken  In  1911 
and  1916  ahowed  plainly  thrat  there  wna 
no  desire,  certainly  no  enthusiasm,  oa 
the  part  of  Presbyterians,  for  the  pro- 
posed change.  In  the  few  years  be- 
tween the  taking  of  the  two  votes,  the 
membership  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
In  Canada  increased  about  40.009;  the 
Increase  in  the  number  of  votes  In  fs- 
vor of  organic  union  In  the  meantime 
was  only  900.  while  the  increase  In  tho 
number  sgslnst  organic  union  was 
33,000. 

"In  the  face  of  this  obvious  sttun- 
tlon,  tho  General  Assembly  hi  Winnipeg 
last  June  resolved  in  tavor  of  organic 
union  by  s  majority  of  5  to  1.  The 
temper  of  sn  Assembly  thst  could  so 
violate  our  fundamental  principle  of 
democratic  representation  la  to  me  a 
psychological  mystery,  r  can  only  ap- 
peal for  enlightenment  to  an  alienist. 

"Ever  since  the  decision  of  the  Win- 
nipeg Assembly,  it  hss  been  perfectly 
manifest  to  me  that  the  Presbyterian 
Church  In  Canada  is  on  the  rerge  of 
disruption.  There  are  a  large  number 
of  intelligent  persons  In  almost  sit  our 
congregations  who  will  not  consent  to 
being  legislated  Into  the  United  Church 
against  their  expressed  wishes  and 
without  some  alight  apology  of  a  man- 
date from  the  church  members.  Under 
these  circumstances,  I  Interpret  my 
personal  duty  to  be  that  I  shall  use  my 
best  endeavors  to  avert  the  Impending 
tragic  disaster  of  disruption.  Ta  this 
end  1  have  identified  myself  with  tho 
new -association,  whose  member*,  repre- 
senting tho  church  from  tha  Atlantic  ta 
th*  Pacific,  declare  thst  our  present 
duty  la  to  maintain  and  continue  the 
Presbyterian   Chnrcb   In   Canada. 

-I  do  not  vrkeh  ta  say  anything  un- 
charitable regarding  my  follow  minis- 
ters, but  I  do  feel  rety  keenly  that 
those  clergyman  who  are  satag  their

moderate  men  from  all  oror  tha  church 
will  orgsnhte  ta  make  It  clear  ta  the 
next  Oeasral  Assembly  that  such  seri- 
ous dim  ■pllaa  as  M  tores  teeing  I*  taw 
high  a  pries  ta  pay  for  an  untried  sg- 
periwaiit.

NBW  TORK,  Nov.  11.— While  Miss 
Emma  Jetters,  assistant  cashier  of  the 
Prudential  Insurance  Company's  office 
in  Union  Hill,  N.  J.,  at  noon  yesterday 
was  alone  in  the  office  of  the  company 
on  Kossuth  Street,  three  young  men 
attacked  and  stunned  her  by  a  blow 
and  got  away  with  nearly  91,000  or 
tne  company's  money.  No  trace  of  the 
robbers  has  been  seen  since. 


Men  who  know  not  the  army  shudder 
not  so  muck  at  the  thought  of  battle 
and  sudden  death  as  at  the  prospect  of 
severe  discomfort  and  harsh  discipline. 

The  domesticated  man  neartng  the 
forties  cannot  contemplate  barrack  life 
without  shrinking. 

Particularly  if  be  Is  Imaginative  ke 
conjures  up  ugly  visions  of  mints'  and 
physical  suffering;  he  sees  himself  a 
resigned  martyr  surrounded  by  grin- 
ning tormentors,  and  be  could  weep  in 
sheer  self-pity. 

Within  the  last  few  weeks  thousands 
of  married  men  between  thirty-five  and 
forty  have  left  the  family  hearth  for 
the  parade  ground,  and  in  the  slow  and 
Painful  process  of  being  fashioned  into 
soldiers  they  have  come  to  realise  that 
a  military  Ufe  has  Its  attractions  as 
well  as  its  discomforts,  that  there  is 
virtue  in  discipline  and  Joy  in  action. 
For  the  first  few  days  the  domesticated 
recruit  lives  on  letters  and  grumbles. 
He  is  suffering  from  suburban  sickness. 
He  misses  familiar  faces  and  familiar 
ways.  A  creature  of  habits,  he  wrig- 
gles like  an  eel  cast  up  on  the  sand. 
He  turns  from  strange  faces  and  shuns 
strange  voices.  He  Is  obsessed  by-  a 
number  in  a  street  and  he  hates  being 
a  number  in  a  depot  He  seeks  quiet 
corners  and  jv  rites  numerous  letters 
home— long  letters  filled  with  heart 
aches  and  body  pains.  Never  before 
did  he  realise  how  much  he  loved  his 
wife  and  his  home,  never  before  did  he 
appreciate  the  cosy  security  of  his 
select  suburb.  The  men  about  him 
eeem  half  wild  creatures  with  hard 
faces  and  repulsive  manners,  the  men 
above  him  are  as  soulless  tyrants  en- 
dowed with  despotic  power.  Orders  are 
Insults  and  the  camp  is  a  gaol. 

With  a  long  face  and  an  untidy  uni- 
form the  domesticated  recruit  stumbles 
through  his  drill  and  fidgets  over  his 
meals,  his  one  Joy  inventing  Incredible 
tortures  for  the  Kaiser  and  the  lance- 
corporal,  whom  by  some  freak  of  pre- 
judice he  associates  la  his  resentment. 
'  Everybody  should  pity  the  domesticat- 
ed recruit  in  his  first  days  of  army  in- 
oculation. Afterwards  he  desires  no 
man's  pity.  How  and  when  the  change 
comes  he  does  not  know.  Perhaps  It 
comes  when  he  makes  his  first  chum, 
or  It  may  be  when  he  Joins  In  his  first 
barrack-room  chorus.  Certainly  once 
the  change  begins  it  develops  quickly. 
In  less  than  a  fortnight  a  man  who  had 
shrunk  from  his  messmates  would 
cheerfully  fight  anyone  who  differed 
from  his  assertion  that  "our  chaps  are 
the  best  fellows  in  the  army."  And  the 
pride  he  puts  into  the  "we!"  He  is 
feeling  the  Joy  of  comradeship  and  the 
freedom  of  active  manhood. 

Quaint  indeed  are  the  friendships 
formed  among  soldiers  where  tempera- 
ment is  everything  and  class  distinc- 
tion is  not  at  all.  In  my  depot,  for  In- 
stance, an  ex-officer,  rejoined  as  a  gun- 
ner, "pals"  with  a  corporal  who  was  his; 
former  servant,  a  professional  musi- 
cian chums  with  a  bricklayer,  and  my 
own  particular  friend  was  a  carter  at 
Smlthfleld  Market.

An  army  life  is  the  real  elixir  of 
youth.  The  renewal  of  youth  is  seen 
not  only  in  clear,  ruddy  complexions  and 
shapely  figures  but  also  in  the  irrespon- 
sible buoyancy  of  the  mind.  The  men 
whom  I  have  learned  to  know  and  love 
are  Just  big,  strong,  healthy  schoolboys 
In  khaki.  They  play  boys'  games  and 
boys'  pranks;  they  have  boys*  virtues 
and  boys'  faulta  I  have  seen  domesti- 
cated men  within  two  years  of  forty 
boasting   of   their   prowess   at   leapfrog

NEW  YORK,  Nov.  11.— There  is  a' 
growing  belief  In  the  financial  district 
that  the  next  big  loan  brought  out  In 
this  country  by  Qreat  Britain  to  finance 
the  heavy  purchases  of  supplies  being 
made  here  will  be  a  straight  govern- 
ment obligation,  unsecured  by  collateral.

He 
said  that  the  amount  mobilised  by  the 
British  treasury  officials,  and  as  yet  un- 
touched, le  enormous.

— Direct  communica- 
tion between  Japan  and  Ban  Francisco 
by  wireless  will  be  opened  to  the  public 
on  November  10,  it  Is  officially  an- 
nounced. Tests  have  been  made  recent- 
ly of  the  system,  and  they  have  proved 
satisfactory.  Messages  between  Japan 
and  the  United  States  have  heretofore 
been   relayed  at   Honolulu.
